U.S. ATLANTIC FLEET COMMUNICATIONS. 

Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in-chief 
of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, issued two communications 
to his command on June 19, 1920, at the Southern Drill 
Grounds, Va., from on board his flagship Pennsylvania. 
The first communication relating to aids for morale was 
as follows: 

Aids for Morale. 


Subject: Aids for Morale. 

1. The Commander-in-Chief directs that each flag and com- 
manding officer designate a iine officer under his command as 
**Aid for Morale.’’ The selection of such aid, his general 
fitness, experience, and age, are matters left entirely to the 
discretion of the flag and commanding officer concerned. 
However, no officer below the rank of lieutenant shall be 
designated for this duty unless he is the only officer available. 

2. It will be the duty of the aid for morale, in addition to 
his regular duties, to assist such flag or commanding officer 
on all matters affecting the morale of the command, and, 
under his direction, to co-operate with and co-ordinate the 
work of the Bureau of Navigation, 6th Division, in promoting 
the morale of the officers and men of the fleet. 

3. Lieut. John D. Pennington, of the Commander-in-Chief’s 
staff, in addition to his present duty as fleet athletic and 
personnel officer, will act as aid for morale to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Leadership of Men. 

The second communication, which was on the subject 
of Leadership of Men, said: 

1. The Commander-in-Chief desires to publish a handbook 
on the above subject for the use of officers, with particular 
reference to a naval officer's qualifications for the leadership 
of enlisted men. The vital importance of personnel in the 
Navy of to-day, and in the Navy of the future, requires 
leadership of the highest type. 

2. The Commander-in-Chief believes that officers are too 
often forced to learn the principles of leadership by hard 
years of experience. While he realizes that the example of, 
and training by, experienced officers is the best school, he 
believes that if certain essential requirements embracing the 
best ideas of the Service were clearly set forth in a handbook 
available to all officers, that this training would be more easily 
and quickly accomplished to the good of the entire Service. 

3. Desiring then to meet this need, and at the same time 
to encourage thought along these lines, the Commander-in- 
Chief offers a cash prize of $250 for the best essay written 
on the above subject by any officer or man in the fleet, ex- 
— commissioned officers on the Commander-in-Chief's 
staff. 

4. The following are the only conditions: (a) The article 
must contain not less than 2,000 words, and not more than 
25,000 words; (b) it must be in the hands of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, or a member of his staff, not later than noon 
of Sept. 30, 1920; (c) it must be constructive and practical; 
(d) it must be typewritten. in duplicate; (e) the manuscript 
of the article shall not be signed with the name of the writer, 
but with a pen-name or motto; the name of the author shall 


not appear on the manuscript submitted; (f) the manuscript- 


submitted shall be accompanied by a sealed envelope con- 
taining the motto or pen-name, and the name of the writer, 
and marked on the outside with the motto or pen-name; 
(g) the Commander-in-Chief will appoint a board to review 
papers and award the prize; if, in the opinion of the board, 
no article received merits the prize, no prize will be awarded.

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SEA GIRT, N.J., SHOOTING CONTESTS. 

The great rifle range at Sea Girt, N.J., has hereto- 
fore been available for the practice of civilian rifle clubs 
and civilians and there have been over 500 members of 
the rifle clubs and civilians shooting each year during the 
past several years. This year the state of New Jersey 
is making extra efforts to facilitate practice for all eivil- 
ians, believing that preparedness should embrace the 
knowledge of how to shoot. It is the intention of the 
Department of Rifle Practice of New Jersey to provide 
targets and range facilities for civilians at all times dur- 
ing the season, from June 28 to Aug. 28, inclusive, after 
which.the Sea Girt Shooting Tournament continues from 
Aug. 30 to Sept. 7, inclusive. 

The War Department has promised free use of rifles 
and free ammunition to all civilian rifle clubs and 
éivilians, and it is hoped that Springfield rifles and free 
ammunition will be available for those reporting on the 
Sea Girt range. In the event that the ammunition is 
not received in season the state of New Jersey, having a 
supply of Krag rifles and Krag ammunition on hand, 
offers the use of these free to all civilians to the extent of 
100 rounds per man reporting on the range during the 
season. So civilian rifle shooting is assured even though 
there may be a delay in the issue of service ammunition 
by the War Department. In addition, the Department of 
Rifle Practice is making every effort to encourage small 
bore shooting with the .22 caliber rifles and will have 
ranges available for that purpose at all times during the 
season, The small bore shooting is attractive because it 
is inexpensive, ammunition costing much less than ser- 
vice ammunition, and may be availed of by women shoot- 
ers as well as men. All are welcome. The expense of 
shooting is thus reduced to a minimum and practically 
amounts to the cost of a marker only, if the shooters 
desire one. 

The Caldwell range having been closed by the Govern- 
ment, and there being no other available range in this 
section of the country, the action of the New Jersey au- 
.thorities in opening the great Sea Girt range to civilian 
shooting without restrictions will no doubt be welcomed 
by all those who have an interest in the game.

EDUCATION OF ARMY CHILDREN. 

It has remained for the Morale Branch of the General 
Staff to bring-abewt a reform which has been wader dis- 
cussion in the Regular Army for fifty years. This re- 
lates to the solution of the problem of securing for Army 
officers and enlisted mea educational advantages for their 
children such as are enjoyed by the children of the aver- 
oge citizen. Owimg te the transient mature of Army 
domicile a solation of the question has until mew been 
regarded as impossible, yet only the briefest outline of 
what. has been done in the Morale Branch warrants 
praise, which doubtless will be forthcom’ag when the 
Army learns how the question is being answered, and 
particularly how highly the Army and its “offspring” 
are regarded in the educational institutions of the United 
States. The solation of the problem, it can be said, is 
nearly complete, bat thers remains the work of collect- 
ing data from every state in the Unien and organizing 


this particular work. The parpose is to have data on 


educational oppertunities available so that when an olii- 
cer or enlisted man, wherever he may be on duty, de- 
sires to know what advantages there are uear his sta- 
tion for educating his children, or how he @an place his 
children advantageously in his native state or elsewhere, 
his questions can be immediately answered by the Morale 
Branch, and, in addition, he will be given a choice of ad- 
vantages to suit his own idcas and conveniences. 

While this work had its initial impetas in a purpose 
to help solve soame of the fimancial difficulties of Army 
officers and enlisted men, it may now be said that the 
wholesome welcome from high-class educational institu- 
tiems to Army childrea is so widespread that these insti- 
tutions have assumed it as a duty to open their doors to 
the children of the Army. ‘These institutions, already 
numbering nearly 300, regard it as an oppertunity for 
service to make scholarships amd special funds available 
to the Army that deserving Army pupils may not be 
hampered ia secaring an cducation. Where practicable 
some institutions have given Army children preference 
in selection for scholarships. Some have offered free 
scholarships or from $100 to $25 rebate in tuition fecs ; 
others from twenty-five te ten per cent. reductions, aggre- 
gating in tuitien and expemses several hundred del- 
lars, and in one instance as high as $500; and these are 
among the foremost schools in the country. Still others 
have made a half rate. One great state university has 
voted ten free scholarships to soms and daughters of 
Army personne]. Forty institutions are already listed 
to give consideration according to the necds of the indi- 
vidual; sevenieen offer special scholarships for Army 
childrea, while leven preparatory schools have also set 
up special Army scholarships. There are several insti- 
tutions offering scholarships as high as $500, which woul! 
take care of every incidental except actaal clothing. ( 
school has established a free scholarship for Army chil- 
dren and in addition granted a ten per cent. discount in 
its tuition rates. Some schools are waiying all.scholar- 
ship restrictions, and others, regretting that: legislation 
wil] be required to overcome restrictions, have promised 
to take the matter before their state legislatures and will 
urge that the restrictions be removed. 

The foregoing shows that the Army is held in high 
esteem by the private and semi-private educational in- 
stitutions. In addition, nearly all state institutions are 
making liberal interpretation of laws restricting educa- 
tion of children toe those of citizens, holding that Army 
officers and enlisted mem are citizens of all states. New 
York, for example, has enacted legislation providing that 


children of Army officers and enlisted men resident in 
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the state may attend all schools and colleges operated 
under the supervision ef the state on the same basis as 
the children of legal residents. And the American Coun- 
cil for Education has umanimously endorsed the plan, 
the council representing nearly all the institutions of 
learning in the United States. Im this connection the 
Director of War Plans Division, General Staff, forwarded 
a letter of appreciation to Dr. Samuel P. Capen, director 
of the council, which has been spread apon the minutes 
of the council. For giving hearty approval of the pur- 
pose of the Morale Branch and valuable assistance, Dr. 
1h W. Driaker, president of Lehigh University, and Dr. 

l.. Barton, president of the University of Mianesota, 
“among others, deserve the gratitude of the Army. In 
fact, ninety per cent. of the institutions communicated 
with have responded liberally, cither granting special 
consideration, reduced fees and tuition, special scholar- 
ships or privileges, making available existing funds and 
scholarships, or in providing positions of self-assistance 
which will enable a student to earn al! or part ef the 
tuition and living expenses. 

A conference of education, representing the associa- 
tions of Ameriean colleges, of land grant colleges, of 
American universities, state universities, state colleges, 
normal schools, urban universities, separate state uni- 
versitics, military colleges and schools and the Catholic 
Educational Association, on March 2, 1920, adopted a 
resolution declaring “it is indisputably to the best imter- 
ests of the country that the personnel of its Military 
Service be not penalized in the matter of educational op- 
portunities for their children by reason fer snc‘) service.” 
This conference recognized that “by reason of conditions 
peculiar to the Military Service, including frequent 
change of residence, lack of local ties and acquaintance, 
members of the Military Service are at a great disad- 
vantage in obtaining for their children such scholarships 
as are nominally open to the general public,” and the 
conference resolved to “ge on record as favoring a great 
allotment for scholarships for the children of men in the 
Military Service.” The heartening feature of this splen- 
did work is the exceedingly gencrous welcome it has found 
among educaters everywhere. So widespread has been 
the weleome to the Army that plans are now being con- 
sidered whereby the Education and Reereation Brancli 
of the General Staff will arrange for schools, of grammar 
schoel grade aud standardized course, to be provided at 
nilitary stations fow the childrea of six to foarteedi years. 
For children more than fourteen years old there is being 
compiled in the Merale Branch a card file and list of 
schools, academies, military schools, seminaries, colleges 
and technical scheols that award scholarships or other 
financial assistamce, se that, if such assistance for higher 
education is desired by parents, they may be fully ad- 
vised as to the nature of the opportunity, the financial 
assistance involved, the courses of instractien offered, 
geographical location, ete. Thus an offieer or enlisted 
man, regardless of the location of his station or going on 
foreign service, would be able to have his children well 
educated and properly cared for at relatively small ex- 
pense, under conditions and for such purpeses or call- 
ings as desired, and probably in such part of the country 
as may be most convenient for his purposes. 

The plan effers many possibilities of relieving Army 
parents of a part ef their present financial burdens, of 
their personal worries and domestic. difficulties, axd it 
will undoubtedly open to Army children opportunities 
for education which they would otherwise have been 
forecd to forego im many instances, as in the past. The 
Arwy AND Navy Journal woald be remiss were it aot 
to extend to the Morale Branch, and to the American 
Couneil for Education and the Conference of Educational 
Associations, the simeerest of congratulations on carry- 
ing out a prejeet which will be of incalculable benefit to 
all coneermed, and particularly for the imfuence this 
work will exert in furthering that great desideratam, a 
better understanding of the Army by the people of the 
nation. 





NATIONAL GUARD REORGANIZATION. 

Inquiry at the Militia Bereau in Washingto: discleses 
that up to the present none of the govermers of the states 
has forwarded a list of candidates to be considered for 
the appointment of Chief of the Militia Burean of the 
War Department, the appointment to become effective 
Jan. 2, 1921. In conformity with the act of June 4 the 
President will make his selection “frem lists of pres- 
ent. and former National Guard officers, recommended 
by the governors of the several states and. territories.” 
The name of one candidate has been filed at the bureau 
by a Senator, but this application cannot be considered 
since it fails te fellow the regulation, in that the nominee 
must have the approval of the governor of his state. He 
must have had tem er more years’ commissioned service 
in the National Guard, at least five of which has been in 
the fine, and have attained at least the grade of major. 
He must ho'd a commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 

a condition easily met by issuing such commission to 
a National Guardsman otherwise eligible. 

Major Gen. Joha F. O’Ryan, who commanded the 27th 
Division during the World War, and who now commands 
the New York Guard, bas naturally been mentioned as a 
possible appointee, owing to his war service and his pres- 
ent position as heed of one of the largest state forces. 
While General O’Ryan’s attitude in the matter is of 
course not known, some of his friends are inclined to 
think that he wonld not desire to comsider the appoir t- 
ment owing to the importamce and probable permanency 
of the command he holds in New York state. 

Appointment as Chief of the Militia Bureau is for four 
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years only, unless sooner removed for cause. Rank, pay 
and allowances are those of a major gencral, Regular 
Army, during tenure of office, but withewt the right to 
retirement or retired pay. util a chief who holds Re- 
serve commission is appeinted the President may assign 
an officer of the Regular Army, not below the grade of 
colonel, te perform the duties of chief. 

Under the Army Reorganization act a renewed inter 
est on the part ef National Guard autheritics in the per- 
manent re-establishment of the Guard has been noted at 


the Militia Bureau. Incoming reports from the Guard 
organizations indicate that a spirit of enthusiasm is ev?- 
dently growing ameng the commissioned and enlisted 


personnel of the Guard. Plans for the permancnt 
ganization of the Guard are under considcrat‘on Ly Jie 
General Staff. The Judge Acvocate General has rex- 


dered ne opinion as to whether it will be peoss'ble to 2s- 
sign for duty with National Guard nnits any of the Rogu- 
lar Army nen-commissioned officer, who held cempora:y 


commissions in the war and receive from the Seerciary 
of War appointments as warrant officers as 
in Section 4a, ef the Reorganization act. 

Congress made no change in Section 100 of ile 
tional Defeuse act, which authorizes the “detail of ofi- 
cers of the active list of the Army to duty with the Na- 
tional Guard”; likewise enlisted men aad also retired 
officers. In Section 81 of the Reorganization act it ‘s 
provided that “fer duty im the Militia Bureau and ‘or 
the instruction of the National Guard the President shall 
assign such number ef officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army as he may deem necessary.” 

Many of the older non-commissioned efficers wl! be- 
come warrant officers and since this grade is not specifi- 
cally mentioned in any provision of law authoriz 
tail to duty with the National Guard, the question of 
their availability for detai] hinges upon the opinion of 
the J.A.G., as te their status in the Regular Hstablish- 
ment. Consequently, under the reorganizat_en plan as at 
present contemplated, only commissioned and non-com- 
mmissioned officers will be assigned fer duty wth the 
Guard, especially for the purpose of training these er- 
ganizations. There is every reason, however, to hope 
that a way may be found whereby eventually a number 
of warrant officers, who will be among the best Army in- 
structors in the new Army, may be assigned for duty w-th 
the Guard for the purpese of assisting im the training of 
these units. 

The act of June 4 provides for a large increase of the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Regular Es 
tablishment with the Guard. At least one officer, knowa 
as inspector-imstrueter, will be in touch with cach regi- 
ment of the Gaard, where a regimental unit is concen- 
trated. One expert enlisted man, called sergeant-instruc- 
tor, will be detailed to a battalion, or three sergeant- 
instrueters to a regiment. In instaaeces where the regi- 
ments are spread over a wide territory and cannot be 
mobilized without great effur: and expense the new Army 
plam makes it possible to assign more fficers and cn- 
listed instractors to these units. feature of the 
National Guard training is unusually elastic and a long 
step towards real and effective preparedmess, in the opin- 
ion of Army experts. 
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STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 

Strength of the Armg—-The estimated strength of the 
Army on June 17 was 273,135, not including nurses and 
Army field clerks. Of this number 15,689 were officers. 

Enlistments.—Enlistment papers received to Jume 12 
show 210,446 enlistments since recruiting was com- 
menced Feb. 28, 1919. Of this number, 172,301 are still 
in service. 

Perlonghs to Reserve.—Between Jan. 1, 1919, and 
May 31, 1920, a total of 41,062 enlisted men of the Rega- 
lar Army were farloughed to the Reserve. The greatest 
number furlowghed Goring one month was 9339 during 
March, 1920. 

- Resignations of Regular Army Oficers—From Nev. 
11, 1918, te June 1, 1920, there were 2,549 officers who 
resigned their commissions in the Regular Army. 








HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent and the admission and non-effective rates 
are unusually jow and there are comparatively few rom- 
municable diseases reported, according to figures received 
in the office of the Surgeon General for the week ending 
June 11. Only twe mew cases of pneumonia were re 
ported during the week, both from Camp Taylor. On 
the sixteen mew cases of malaria reported, eight were in 
the Southern Department. Camp Pike, Ark., reported 
one new case of malaria and as this camp is in a notably 
malarious region, the low incidence of this disease is be- 
lieved due to the active anti-mosquite campaign which 
has been waged during the past two years. There were 
sixteen new cases of measles reported during the week, 
of which six were from Camp Meade and four from Camp 
Dodge. There was one new case of scarlet fever reported 
from Camp Meade and one from Fort Logan. The death 
rate for disease is 3.1 as compared with 40 the previous 
week. There were ten deaths from disease during the 
week of which four were reported as due to tuberculosis 
and one to preamonia. Excellent health conditions con- 
tinue among the American Forces in Germany. The fol- 
jowing communicable diseases were reported during the 
week: Influenza, five; pneumonia, three; malaria, two; 
dysentery, one; mumps, thirty-four, and scabies, thirteen, 
There were no deaths reported during the week. 
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Crew or U.S.S. Prrrssurcu Erects MONUMENT. 
Through the courtesy of Rear Admiral Henry F. 
Bryan, U.S.N., senior member of the Naval Commission 
to Brazil, the Navy Department has received and trans- 
mitted to the bereaved families photographs of the mon- 
ument erected by the crew of the U.S.S. Pittsburgh in 
memory of shipmates who died during the epidemic of 
influenza in the fall of 1918 while the Pittsburgh was 
stationed at Rio de Janiero. Forty-one of the crew of 
the Pittsburgh succumbed to this disease and were buried 
in adjoining sites in the Sao Francisco Xavier Ceme- 
tery of Rio de Janiero, the commanding officer of the 
vessel having been unable to procure caskets suitable for 
transporting the bodies to the United States, due to the 
great havoc wrought by the epidemic among the civil 
population of the city. The monument is of white gran- 
ite and consists of an obelisk surmounting a broader 
base, the whole rising from a platform of the same‘stone 
to a height of approximately twenty feet. Above the 
base of the obelisk, on which have been cut the names 
and ratings of the men who died, appears the legend: 
“Erected by the crew of the U.S.S. Pittsburgh in mem- 
ory of their shipmates who died from the influenza, Oc- 
tober-November, 1918.” In transmitting the photographs 
Rear Admiral Bryan states that the American Patriotic 
Society of Rio de Janiero has had the graves covered 
with growing grass with a surrounding border of flowers, 
and that, during ceremonies held at the cemetery on 
Memorial Day, when the graves were decorated with 
American flags and flowers, the society assumed the pa- 
triotic duty of providing for their perpetual care. A brief 


account of the circumstances under which the monu- 
ment was erected and a description of the Memorial Day 
exercises accompanied each photograph sent to families. 
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NATIONAL GUARDSMEN FOR WEsT POINT. 

The War Department has called to the attention of 
the governors of the several states the fact that enlisted 
men of a unit of the National Guard recognized by the 
Federal Government, who on July 1, 1921, shall be from 
nineteen to twenty-two years of age and shall have 
served one year in the National Guard, will be eligible 
for selection as applicants for admission to the U.S. Mili- 
tany Academy at West Point. Previous service of an 
enlisted man may be taken into consideration in deter- 
mining his eligibility for appointment to the Military 
Academy, including any subsequent service with the 
Army of the U.S., but at the time of selection the man 
must be an enlisted man of a National Guard organiza- 
tion recognized by the Federal Government. The age 
limit is raised to twenty-four years for any applicant 
during 1921, who has served honorably and faithfully not 
less than one year in the armed forees of the United 
States or Allied armies in the World War. The vacan- 
cies to be filled will be announced about the middle of 
next July and will be apportioned amofig the states, ter- 
ritories and the District or Columbia according to the 
enlisted strength of the National Guard. The governors 
of the several states and territorics will select the eandi- 
dates from successful competitors in a preliminary exam- 
ination similar to the regular examination for entrance 
to West Point. This examination will be held by the 
states between Dec. 1 and 15, 1920. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army has prepared a pamphlet showing all 
requirements for admission to the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy which will be forwarded upon request to any ad- 
dress. 





SPECIAL SQUADRON TO BE ORGANIZED. 

It has been determined by the Navy Department to or- 
ganize, about Oct. 1, 1920, a special service squadron for 
duty in-connection with affairs in Mexican, Wentral 
American and adjacent waters. The squadron will be 
placed under a flag officer, who has not yet been named, 
and. will consist of the following vessels: Gunboats Dol- 
phin, Asheville and Sacramento; cruiser Niagara; and 
cruisers, third class, Cleveland, Denver, Galveston, Ta- 
coma and Des Moines. It is probable that the Dolphin 
will be the flagship of the squadron. The formation of 
this squadron, says a statement authorized by Admiral 
R. E. Coontz, Acting Secretary of the Navy, will allow 
vessels to be in readiness at all times for any special 
service that may be called for and will relieve the com- 
manders-in-chief of the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets of 
the ne¥ssity, from time to time, of withdrawing vessels 
of their fleets from lggitimate duties and interfering with 
target practice, maneuvers and drills. The headquarters 
of this special squadron will be the Canal Zone, and it 
will be capable of operating on either or both coasts as 
occasion may require.

STANDING OF PROVISIONAL OFFICERS OF ARMY. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Army rendered an 
‘opinion on June 18 in regard to provisional officers in 
connection with Section 23 of the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, which reads: “All laws providing 
that certain appointments of officers shall be provisional 
for a period of time are hereby repealed.” The question 
was whether provisional officers appointed under the act 
of June 3, 1916, and whose appointment has not yet been 
rendered permanent as contemplated by this law, may 
now be examined and their appointments be made per- 
manent or terminated, as authorized by the act of June 
3, 1916. The Judge Advocate General holds that the offi- 
cers in question, being officers of the Regular Army, now 
stand on the same footing as any other officers of the 
Army. Therefore, the examinations provided for under 
the provisions of former Section 23 of the act of June 3, 
1916, are no longer required. 
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G.A.R. ENCAMPMENT AT INDIANAPOLIS. 

The annual encampment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is to be held at Indianapolis, Ind., during the week 
of Sept. 19, according to an announcement made by the 
national executive committee of the organization on June 
19. Atlantic City, N.J., was selected at the annual en- 
campment held at Columbus, Ohio, in 1919, but a press 
dispatch from Columbus states that the change to Indian- 
apolis was made because the New Jersey Legislature 
failed to appropriate funds for encampment purposes, 
Colorado Springs, Colo., was one of the cities strongly 
favored by the national executive committee. The en- 
campment, it was announced by Capt. D. M. Hall, of 
Columbus, national commander-in-chief, will be held the 
week of Sept. 19 instead of Sept. 25 as originally set. 
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DISCHARGE OF ARMY EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 
To be Effected by Sept. 30, Nest. 

Orders relative to the discharge of emergency commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army under the provisions of the 
Reorganization act of June 4 were issued in Cireular No. 
229, W.D., June 18. After quoting the paragraph under 
Section 127a, authorizing the President to retain until 
Dec. 31, 1920, such emergency officers as he may deem 
necessary, the order states: 

“The number of officers to be retained in service will 
be the minimum with which functions and duties can 
be carried on. Any emergency officers desiring separa- 
tion from the Service will be discharged unless excep- 
tional circumstances in the individual case require reten- 
tion. Steps will be taken at once by all concerned to 
accomplish separation from the Service of emergency 
officers who are not applicants for permanent appoint- 
ment or whose physical condition precludes the. proba- 
bility of such appointment. All such officers, except 
those in hospitals under physical reconstruction, will be 
discharged on or before Sept. 30, 1920, except in excep- 
tional cases where authority of the War Department for 
retention after that date is obtained. Requests for such 
authority will be submitted in ample time for action 
thereon prior to Sept. 30, and will set forth fully the 
necessity and reasons for retention. 

“Emergency officers who are applicants for permanent 
appointment will, in general, be retained in the Service 
until the selection of appointees has been accomplished. 
Such emergency officers may, however, be discharged at 
any time upon their own application, on account of be- 
ing surplus or for any cause making their retention un- 
desirable, or may be disclrarged and recommissioned tem- 
porarily in lower grades. ‘The discharge of any officer 
who desires examination for permanent appointment will 
in general be deferred until examination of such officer 
is completed. 

“Emergency officers who are applicants for permanent 
appointment, but who are not selected for appointment, 
will be notified through official channels. Commanding 
officers will upon receipt of such notification immediately 
take steps to relieve such officers of property and other 
responsibility and will report them to the War Depart- 
ment for discharge. 

“Paragraph 3, Cireular No. 469, War Department, 
1919 (Discharge of Officers), is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Applications or recommendations for the discherge 
of emergency officers will state the following: 

a, Station and duty. 6. Reason for discharge. If 
by way of punishment or for inefficiency so state. 
c. Place of entry into service to which entitled to travel 
pay. d. Date discharge is desired. ec. Is discharge at 
present station or at military station nearest point of 
entry into service. (No other options permitted.) f. 
Money or property accountability and date on which it 
will be closed. (For guidance of War Department in de- 
termining date discharge can be effective.) g. Allot- 
ments. (Insurance not included.) 

“Intermediate commanders will add by indorsement 
any pertinent information for the guidance of the War 
Department or for file with the officer’s record. 

“Recommendations for discharge will be separate com- 
munications for each individual case and will be sub- 
mitted in ample time for consideration before the date of 
discharge. Leaves of absence will not be granted by the 


War Department to officers about to be discharged. ° 


Officers discharged by way of punishment, for inefficiency 
or for the purpose of accepting permanent appointment 
will be discharged at their stations. Other officers may 
after July 1, 1920, be discharged either at their stations 
or at a military station near their point of entry into 
the Service to which they are entitled’to travel pay. 
Officers will not be discharged while on leave of absence, 
but must be at the station at which discharge is effective 
on the date of discharge. 

“Requests for replacement will not be made a part of 
recommendations for discharge. Requisitions for officers 
to replace those discharged will be submitted as separate 
communications. 

“Requests for Reserve Corps appointment will not be 
included in recommendations for discharge. Opportunity 
to make such request is given the officer in completing 
Form No. 721, A.G.O., at the time of discharge.”

TENTATIVE POLICY FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 
General Carter Issues Statement to Adjutants General. 

Major Gen. Jesse McI. Carter, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, has communicated to the adjutants gen- 
eral of all states, territories of Hawaii and Porto Rico 
and the District of Columbia the tentative policy adopted 
by the Militia Bureau. This policy is based on instruc- 
tions communicated by the War Department to the Mili- 
tia Bureau for its guidance under the act of June 4, 
1920, as follows: 


1. The basic policy for the organization of the Army of 


the United States, including the Regular Army, the National 
Guard, and the Organized Reserves, is now being studied by 
the appropriate divisions of the General Staff and action has 
been initiated to secure the services of Reserve officers and 
National Guard officers for duty with the committee of the 
General Staff charged with these studies as now required by 
law. 

2. The reorganization of the National Guard and the initial 
organization of the Organized Reserves pertains to the second 
phase of problem and will not be undertakeh until the basic 
policy has been decided upon. Pending the approval of the 
basic policy mentioned in 1 above, the Militia Bureau should 
continue recognition of National Guard units already allotted 
to and accepted by the states which seek Federal inspection 
and recognition as provided for by law. 

8. National Guard organizations whose prescribed minimum 
strength exceeds fifty should be recognized with a strength of 
fifty and those whose prescribed minimum strength is less 
than fifty should be recognized with a minimum strength 
prescribed by the Militia Bureau. 

4. In connection with 2 and 3 above, it should be under- 
stood that all National Guard organizations recognized prior 
to the approval of the basic policies outlined in 1 and 2 
above shall be subject to such reorganization as may be 
necessary in order to conform to such policies. In this con- 
nection attention is directed to the desirability of recognizing 
minor units rather than major units. 


The Militia Buredu has already assigned units which 


have been accepted by certain states. Federal inspec-- 


tions and recognition of these units as now provided for 
by law will be continued, but no additional allotments 
will be made until the basic policies adopted by the com- 
mittees of the General Staff referred to in paragraph 1 
above have been adopted. Tentative tables of organiza- 
tion bearing upon the organization of units which for- 
merly had a strength greater than fifty, but which, un- 
der the present law, may be recognized with a strength 
of fifty, have been formulated. Those units of the Na-

than fifty will be recognized with the Bae oo pre- 
seribed in tables of May 3, 1917. ‘the recognition of 
brigade headquarters and division headquarters will be 
deferred pending the adoption of the basic policies by 
committees of the General Staff prescribed by Sections 
3a and 5, act of June 4, 1920. 
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AIR SERVICE OFFICERS MUST BE DISCREET, 
General Menoher Issues Order to This Effect. 


From the Office of the Director of Air Service, Major 
Gen. Clarzies T’. Menoher, U.S.A., there has been issued 
under date of June 10 the policy of the Director with 
reference to the expression of individual opinions on 
matters of vital interest, with the caution that “strict 
compliance with the spirit as well as the letter” of the 
instructions will be required of all Air Service personnel. 
This order, No. 138, O.D.A.S., 1920, reads: 

“The War Department and the Director of Air Service 
have announced certain policies with regard to participa- 
tion by the Air Service in civil or cotamercial aeronau- 
tics under the limitations at present imposed ky legisla- 
tion, by rules or regulations, or under conditions im- 
posed by existing circumstances. Very often these poli- 
cies are misunderstood or arouse the antagonism of out- 
side agencies or commercial firms whose private interests 
may be affected thereby. Officers and other personnel of 
the Air Service are naturally prone to protect the inter- 
ests of the Government and to resent any improper criti- 
eisms which may reflect upon the Air Service or the War 
Department, especially when such criticisms are ill-tem- 
pered and manifestly unjust. The temptation, therefore, 
arises to express opinions in direct contravention there- 
to, in an effort to present both sides of the question, with 
the result that such expression of opinion may likewise 
be intemperate or subject to misconstruction. 

“For the above reason, and in view of the especially 
novel and delicate situation caused by the necessary as- 
sociation of the War Department and the Air Service 
with private interests in the development of aircraft, it 
is particularly desired that officers of the Air Service re- 
strain their natural and commendable zeal and enthusi- 
asm and withhold the expression of any opinions which 
may be used commercially by those interested in the idea 
commended or the matter criticized, or which may be 
regarded by such persons as a prejudiced attempt to in- 
jure the reputation or activities of those whose ideas or 
criticisms are involved. It is felt to be the duty of every 
officer to the Government that his conduct be so discreet 
as to avoid the possibility of any appearance of favorit- 
ism or prejudice, and for that reason it is desired and 
hereby: directed that officers of the Afr Service refrain 
from expressing opinions upon privately owned devices 
or cominercially controlled activities except through .the 
Director of Air Service or by his express authority. 

“It is considered of the highest importance to the War 
Department that the most rapid and effective progress 
be made in the development of aircraft and in the estab- 
lishment of adequate manufacturing facilities for their 
production in the event of an emergency. The War De- 
partment will, therefore, have a very deep interest in 
the experiments and activities of those engaged in the 
development of aircraft and in the establishment of fa- 
cilities for their production. To insure hearty co-opera- 
tion in achieving the desired result just mentioned, every 
effort must be made to give impartial appraisal to com- 
mendable performances and helpful criticisms where 
needed. By adhering to the above mentioned policy this 
office will be able to insure proper use being made of the 
opinions or criticisms expressed.” . 


AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Military Value of High Altitude Flying. 

In a statement issued by the Information Section, Air 
Service, answering the oft-repeated question, “what does 
Major Rudolph W. Schroeder, chief test pilot of the En- 
gineering Division, Air Service, hope to accomplish in 
ascending to high altitudes?’ the fact is disclosed that 
the Air Service went at the problem of high altitude 
flying from a scientific viewpoint. The flights were only 
attempted after long and careful planning and research, 
and a great number of experimental tests. The results 
thus far obtained have been highly satisfactory. The 
statement adds: “Future wars will be fought in the air to 
a great extent. Anti-aircraft guns will have reached a 
greater degree of efficiency and development thaa in the 
World War. During the early part of the war 5,000 
feet was considered a high altitude, but-aircraft manu- 
facturers improved their mechines so rapidly that toward 
the latter part of the war chasse airplanes were flying 
at an altitude of 20,000 feet. Therefore, it is apparent 
that- higher altitudes must be reached and devices sup- 
plied which will maintain both aviator and his machine 
at altitudes far in excess of 20,000 feet. In so far as the 
military is concerned, this is practically the main reason 
for seeking higher flying altitudes.” 

91st Squadron Ends Border Patrol. 

Active border patrol by the 91st Aero Squadron, which 
has been stationed at Puryear Field, El Centro, Calif., 
ceased on June 19. Sixty-nine patrols were made and 
212 flights negotiated during the temporary stay of the 
squadron at this field. The patrols were carried on 
suecessfully notwithstanding unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, and not a single accident has been recorded. 


Crash Averted After Losing Propeller. 

Averting a. crash after the propeller of his airplane 
had broken in the air and the parts had been thrown 
from the shaft was the unusual experience of Lieut. 
George W. Rogers, of the Aviation General Repair 
Depot, Indianapolis, Ind. Taking off in a German 
Fokker airplane the propeller flew to pieces when the 
machine was at a height of only 200 feet. What ap- 
peared to be a certain nose dive and crash was avoided 
by the good judgment of the aviator, who brought his 
plane to the ground and landed in a plowed field, with 
only slight damage to his airplane and none to himself. 


Royal Air Force Memorial Fund. 

Brig. Gen. L. E. O. Charlton, air attaché of the Brit- 
ish Embfssy at Washington, D.C., has announced the 
formation of a Royal Air Foree memorial fund. The 
object is to create an organization to secure lasting 
benefits to the officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men of the Royal Air Force and their dependents. The 
material objects in view are the erection of a com- 
memorative monument, the establishment of places of 
residential education for the children of airmen, and the 
provision of bursaries for the children of officers. ‘This 
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appeal,” says the announcement, “is brought to notice 
on account of the many American officers who served 
with the Royal Air Force both under the British flag 
and under their own colors, many of whom lost their lives 
in the gervices of the air. It is thought that the parents 
or relatives of these might wish to be identified in such 
a memorial, and the opportunity is here presented of 
having their names on the subscription list.” Illustrated 
pamphlets deseriptive of the purpose of the fund and the 
particular appeal which it makes to these who have been 
Connected directly or indirectly with the Royal Air 
Foree can be obtained by addressing the air attaché at 
the British Embassy.

Trou- 
sers should be authorized for ali men when not on duty, 
and also for all garrison duties in fine weather; breeches 
to be worn only in inclement weather and when on prac- 
tice marches, target practice, maneuvers, etc. When we 
had the bluc dress uniform we had trousers, and they 
were far more comforiabic than breeehes and also very 
neat in appearance. Why cannot olive drab trousers be 
worn? he Marines have tiem. 

I believe that the Uniform Regulations should be 
changed to aliow men tw wear the olive drab shirt and 
black cravat at ang time in warm weather. Nothing ig 
more uncomfortable than to be buttoued up to the neck, 
even in coltou coats, hot weather. If we wero issued a 
Netter grade of flarme! shirt than we have now we would 
appear jist as comfortuble and aeat as our civilian 
brothers who wear low-necked “sport” shirts and no 
goats. I see no reason whatever why a soldier cannot 
appear on the streets of any town or city dressed in a 
light cap with olive drab shirt, black cravat and trousers, 
and be as neat us anyone could wish. It surely isn’t nec 
essary for a man w be uvcomfortuble to be a soldier. 
Why not issue us a light cap for summer use, something 
like the “overseas” cap for instance; Navy men have a 
light white cap for use in hot weather and surely one 
could be designed for the Army also. 

The present day modern army should be dressed in 
comfortable clothes and with proper allowance for the 
seasons; men stutioned in the north should have light- 
weight uniforms for the summer and heavy-weight for the 
winter. At the writer’s station, with a di

forms for both summer and winter, -the only diiference 
being an overcoat for winter. And even then we a not 
allowed to put the overcoat collar up no matter how cold 
it is.

As it is, we have to appear in 
town in a tightly buttoned coat when it is ninet r 
in the shade, and the same uniform for winter n it 
goes to thirty below zero.

PASSENGERS Witn Army OLYyMPic TEAMS, 

Passengers, embracing members of the families of con- 
testants from the Army at the Olympic games in Ant- 
werp, Belgium, in July, will be allowed transportation 
on Army transports, according to a modified ruling of 
the Secretary of War. The policy adopted by the Secre- 
tary states that in so far as accommodations are avail- 
able for this class of passengers transportation on board 
Army transports will be permitted upon the payment of 
the commercial rate for similar service. Previously it 
had been ruled that no passengers other than competitors 
and representatives of the Army could be accomm 
on transports.

The demotion of 1,600 officers of the U.S. Army from 
their emergency rank to their permanent rank of lower 
grade is announced in Special Orders 143-0, June 18, 
1920, War Department.

Promotions in J.A.G. Department. 


The act of June 4, providing for five additional colo- 
nels in the Judge Advocate General’s Department oi the 
Army, making nine in all, was followed by the, promo- 
tion on June 21, 1920, of Lieut. Cols. Blanton Winship, 
Beverly A. Read, Edward A. Kreger, Herbert A. White 
and James J. Mayes. This left Lieut. Col. I. L. Hunt 
at the head of the lieutenant colonels. The following 
majors, J.A.G. Department, were promoted to lieutenant 
colonel June 21, 1920: Majors Dennis P. Quinlan, Ar- 
thur W. Brown and Kyle Rucker. It is presumed that 
Majors W. Howell, G. N. Kimball and W. Taylor will 
also be promoted to lieutenant colonel, making seven in 
that grade provided for in the authorized strength. This 
flow of promotion would leave in the Judge Advocate

W. H. Clark and Lieutenant Haskell 
are also to be promoted to captain because of immediate 
vacancies, and these two officers will receive recess com- 
missions. The renominations, as noted a were sent 
in but failed to reach the Senate before urnment.

He was transferred to the 9th Cav- 
alry Aug. 4, 1884, and assumed command of Troop A, 
then in the field on the Chikaskie river, Indian territory, 
engaged in removing “boomers” from Oklahoma. Among 
other duties he was in the field at Arkansas City, Kas. ; 
Fort Reno, Indian Ter.; Camp Russell, Indian Ter. ; 
Caldwell, Kas., to September, 1885, and then went to 
Fort Niobrara, Neb., where he was ordered out on a cam- 
paign against the Sioux Indians in South Dakota. He 
was promoted first lieutenant, 6th Cavalry, July 1, 1891; 
transferred back to the 9th Cavalry July 20, 1891. After 
serving at Fort Robinson, Neb., he was appointed cap- 
tain and quartermaster May 18, 1895. Upon the estab- 
lishment of the new Department of Alaska he was, in 
Fobruary, 1900, detailed as the chief quartermaster of 
that department, with headquarters at St. Michael, 
Alaska, where he remained until the department was dis- 
continued, in November, 1901. During that period the 
posts of Fort St. Michael, Fort Davis and Fort Liscum, 
in that territory, were constructed. He took charge of 
the quarterniaster’s office at Seattle, Wash., in 1902, in 
connection with the purchase and shipment of supplies 
to Alaska and the Vhilippine Islands. In , 1903, 
he was assigned to duty as depot Q.M. 
perintendent of the Army rt Service at New 
York city, and in December, 1905, was transferred to 
Philadelphia, Pa., as disbursing . Subsequent ser- 
vice included duty at Newport News, Va., as general 
superintendent of the Army T: rt Service in con- 
nection with the shipment of troops and supplies to the 
Army of Pacifieation in Cuba, and he was depot Q.M. at 
Manila, P.1., and acting chief Q.M., Philippine Division. 
From Oct. 20, 1909, to June 2, 1911, he was chief Q.M., 
Department of the Columbia, and was in charge of the 
large Q.M. depot at Jeffersonville, Ind. He has a son, 
Capt. Siduey V. Bingham, in the Cavalry of the Army, 
who is on duty at the U.S.M-A. Among the relics Col- 
oucl Bingham secured from Indian campaigns against 
the Sioux was a blood-stained buckskin dress taken from 
the body of a young squaw left dead on the field. ‘The 
dress was pierced by twelve bullet holes and the blood 
spots were allowed to remain. Another relic is a small 
pair of moccasins worn by an Indian boy killed in the 
fight with Colonel Forsythe while escorting Chief Big 
Foot and his tribe to the Pine Ridge Agency. 

Col. eter E. Marquart, Inf., U.S.A., was retired from 
active service on June 17, 1920, on his own application, 
after more than thirty-four years’ service. He was last 
on duty at Manila, for which port he left the United 
States May 6, 1918. Colonel Marquart was born in Mis- 
souri, Nov. 25, 1869, and entered the Regular Army a3 
a private and musician in the general service in Novem- 
ber, 1885. He received his first commission, that of sec- 
ond lieutenant of Infantry, Oct. 1, 1891. He is an honor 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School. 


Col. Samuel A. Kephart, Coast Art., U.S.A., was re- 
tired from active service June 19, 1920, upon his own 
application, after more than thirty-two years’ service. 
He was last on duty at Charleston, 8.C., and is a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1892. He was born in 
Pennsylvania Oct. 30, 1868, and among dutics served in 
the Cuban campaign against the Spanish in 1898, and 
served in the Philippines and on important assignments 
in the United States. He stood No. 24 on the list of 
colonels on the lineal list for June 1, 1920, and was coin- 
missioned colonel Aug. 22, 1917, and has an efficient 
record of service. 

Col. Charles L. Phillips, Coast Art., U.S.A., was on 
June 19 ordered to be retired from active service to take 
effect June 29, 1920, upon his own application after more 
than forty-two years’ service Colone ay] who was 
senior colonel of Coast Artillery on the li list, was 
last on duty at Seattle, Wash., and held the temporary 
rank of brigadier general during the World War, and is 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1881. He was born 
in Maine Oct. 16, 1856, and would have retired for age 
in October next. Colonel Phillips in command of im- 
portant posts in the United States was in command of 
the seacoast defenses of Manila and Subic bays, and 
was recognized as one of the most efficient officers in the 
Coast Artillery. In 1896-9 he was adjutant and secre- 
tary of the U.S. Artillery School at Fort Monroe. His 
earlier years of service were spent in the various coast 
defense posts along the Atlantic, interpersed with details 
to military colleges, his aptitude for mathematics having 
won him distinction. He was pres te colonel in 





1911, and then took command of the Puget Sound sea- 
coast defenses. 

Col. James A. Irons, Inf., senior colonel of Infantry 
on the lineal list, will be retired from active service July 
1, 1920, upon his own application, after more than forty- 
five years’ service. Colonel Irons, who was last assigned 
to duty in charge of recruiting at Newark, N.J., was 
born in Pennsylvania, Feb. 27, 1857, and was not due to 
retire for age until Feb. 21, 1921. He was recently 
decorated by the Emperor of Japan, with the Third 
Class Order of the Rising Sun. Colonel Irons was wili- 
tary attaché to Japan from 1907 to 1910, and again from 
1913 to 1917; he was an observer with the Japanese 
army during the siege and capture of Tsingtao from the 
Germans in 1914 and was military attaché to the Im- 
p rial Japanese War Mission under Viscount Ishii which 
visited America in 1917. Early in the World War he 
was assigned to command at Camp Merritt, N.J. He 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1879, when he was 
assigned as a second lieutenant to 29th Infantry. His 
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first duty after graduation was on the frontier at Fort 
Brown, Texas. He subsequently, among other duties, 
served in Indian and Montana territories, and at the 
School of Application, Fort Leavenworth. He took part 
in the cape against Santiago de Cuba in 1898, and 
was in the action at Hl Caney and San Juan, and the 
siege of Santiago. He was appointed major and engi- 
neer officer of U.S. Volunteers in 1898 and was engineer 
officer, Provisional Division, 5th Corps, in Cuba, and 
engineer officer and mustering officer, Ist Division, Ist 
Corps, at Macon, Ga. He served in the Philippines and 
in the Inspector General’s Department, and also at Ha- 
waii and Southern camps. Colonel Irons served in the 
20th Infantry until Feb. 28, 1901, when as a major he 
was detailed as an inspector general. He was assigned 
to the 16th Infantry March 1, 1905, and was promoted 
lieutenant colonel, 14th Infantry, April 9, 1909, and 
colonel June 26, 1999. His last assignment to duty was 
at the American Embassy, Tokyo, Japan.

Capts. Manuel M. Garrett, Inf.; Urbino Nadal, Porto 
Rico Regiment, and William R. Bettison, Coast Art., and 
1st Lieut. Raymond J. Farrell, Coast Art. 

Major Harry Hegeman, Capts. David O. Byars, Mar- 
fon P. Vestal and Jesse M. Holmes, and Ist Lieut. Alex- 
ander P. Knapp, jr. all Infantry, U.S.A., were retired 
from active service June 21, 1920, for physical disability 
incident thereto. 

The following officers of the Army were retired from 
active service June 22, 1920, for physical disability in- 
cident to the service: Lieut. Col. George W. Kirkpatrick, 
Capt. Basil N. Rittenhouse and Capt. Claud K. Rhine- 
hardt, all of the Cavalry.

Describing the 
ceremony a correspondent writes: “There was a word 
of command, the soldiers came to attention, the band 
played one verse of ‘Nearer My God to Thee,’ and then 
the procession started. An officer, then the band, then 
the long file of soldiers, then the Army caisson drawn 
by four horses with enlisted men walking by its side, and 
then the automobiles. Just down the hill from a bas 
relief of Gen. Adna R. Chaffee we stopped and the en- 
listed men lifted the case from the caisson and moved 
with it slowly down the hill to the spot. Then followed 
Colonel Croxton’s old classmates, all bareheaded. The 
clergyman began at once the service, ‘I am the Resurrec- 
tion and the Life,’ and since there had been no service of 
any kind before, he read the whole of that beautful ser- 
vice. There was a benediction, the clergyman stepped 
aside, the long line of soldiers made ready and three yol- 
leys rang. Then a bugler blew taps and the soldiers 
marched away. General Pershing told me he was greatly 
shocked, that Colonel Croxton was one of his intimates 
and had been throughout the years since ’86 and that he 
loved him.” 

Capt. Daniel Matson, a veteran of the Civil War, and 
a highly esteemed citizen of Mediapolis, Iowa, died at 
Burlington, Iowa, May 18, 1920, from pneumonia. He 
is survived by his sons, Major Joseph Matson, Coast 
Art., U.S.A.; Capt. John A. Matson, Med. Corps, U.S.

ACADEMIC HONORS FOR THE SERVICES. 


The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred 
on Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., and Rear Admiral] 
William S. Sims, U.S.N., at the commencement exercises 
of Williams College at Williamstown, Mass., on June 21. 
On June 23 Yale University conferred the same degree 
on General Pershing. At a dinner of the alumni held the 
same day the General, replying to a toast, said: “No 
other university surpassed Yale in the number of men 
furnished during the orld War and in devotion to their 
duty.” Harvard University likewise conferred this de- 
gree on General Pershing on June 24. The General be- 
came slightly indisposed after the forenoon exercises, but 
he spoke briefly at the afternoon meeting of the Har- 
vard Alumni Association. General Pershing was to re- 
turn to his headquarters at Washington, D.C., on June 
25. Col. John G. Quekemeyer, U.S.A., his aid, who ac- 
companied him on his visits, was to return at the same 
time. 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred 
on Major Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S.A., by Dart- 
mouth College at its 157th commencement exercises, held 
at Hanover, N.H., on June 23. In the conferment of the 
degree the General was characterized as the “instigator, 
accelerator and accomplisher of the greatest supply pro- 
gram the country has ever known in his contribution to 
one of the greatest crises of the World War. 

The degree of doctor of laws was conferred on Major 
Gens. James G. Harbord and Frank W. Coe and Col. 
Eli A. Helmick, U.S.A., by the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College, Manhattan, Kas., at the commencement 
exercises held on May 27.

PAY OF ARMY AVIATORS. 

A ruling by the Director cf Finance, contained in 
Finance Circular No. 64, June 21, 1920, which inter- 
prets Sections 13a and 51 of the Army Reorganization 
act, directs attention to the fact that all advanced rank 
of officers, due to detail, rating or assignment termi- 
nated on June 3. Quoting the two sections, the LDiree- 
tor of Finance states: 

“Except as otherwise provided for in the Army Reor- 
ganization act all advanced rank due to detail, rating or 
assignment ceases with the date of approval of the act. 
The only exceptions provided for in the act are the 
chiefs and assistant chiefs of the several bureaus, and 
those rated as junior military aviator or military aviator 
for distinguished service. as provided in Section 51. An 
officer rated as junior military aviator or military aviator 
prior to June 4 for distinguished service in active oper- 
ations against the enemy is entitled, while on duty which 
requires regular and frequent flights, to the rank, pay 
and allowances of one grade higher than that held by 
him under his commission, if his rank under said com- 
mission is not higher than captain. and in addition fifty 
per cent. -or seventy-five per cent. increase in pay of his 
commissioned grade. Increased pay provided by the act 
of May 18, 1920, will be paid at the rate authorized for 
his commissioned grade. Effective June 4, 1920, all offi- 
cers except those enumerated above will be paid as of 
their commissioned grade.” 

On the face of this circular it apnoars that about fifty 
well known aviators on duty in the Office of the Director 
of Air Service would be debarred from receiving addi- 
tional pay for aviation duty, but it is said at the 
Finance Division that this question will have to be de- 
cided by the Comptroller. Officers on duty in Washing- 
ton who have military aviator ratings and who have been 
making the required flights include Brig. Gen. William 
Mitchell, Lieut. Cols. H. E. Hartney, Horace M. Hick- 
am and C. deF. Chandler, Majors C. C. Culver, Benja- 
min D. Foulois, ‘+. H. Brett, Maxwell Kirby and Leslie 
MacDill, all rated among the foremost Army fliers, and 
Army opinion is that unless these and al! other officers 
on duty in Air Service headquarters are actually as- 
signed to flying duty additional flying pay in their cases 
must terminate.

ENLISTMENT OF ILLITERATES. 

Secretary of War Baker has issued instructions that 
from July 20, 1920, enlistments would be authorized 
throughout the continental limits of the United States 
to illiterates and non-English speaking citizens and 
aliens who declare their intention to become citizens, 
These enlistments will be for three years only for the 
present and will be confined to whites. These illiterates 
and non-English speaking recruits will be distributed to 
recruit educational centers, and in any case where en- 
listment is for special assignment the recruit, as soon as 
enlisted, will be sent to that recruit educational center 
nearest to the organization for which he enlisted. Trans- 
fers will be made promptly upon the completion of the 
course at the educational center and recruiting officers 
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will show on the“enlistment papers of each man the or- 
ganization for which he enrolled and the fact that he 
enlisted for a special assignment. For the purpose of 
carrying out this policy and of giving these men a course 
in elementary English in connection with their military 
instruction in the fundamental duties of a soldier, recruit 
educational centers will be organized at Camps Jackson, 
Pike, Grant, Travis and Lewis. ‘These centers will be 
modelled after the one which has been in successful op- 
eration for some time at Camp Upton, N.Y.

1. The act of Congress approved June 4, 1920, contains the 
following provision: : 

“See, 37a. Reserve Officers on Active Duty.—To the extent 
provided for from_time to time by appropriations for this spe- 
cifie purpose, the President may order reserve officers to active 
duty at any time and for any period; but except in time of a 
national emergency expressly declared by Congress, no reserve 
officer shall be employed on active duty for more than fifteen 
days in any calendar year without his own consent. A reserve 
officer shall not be entitled to pay and allowances except when 
on active duty. When on active duty he shall receive the same 
pay and allowances as an officer of the Regular Army of the 


same grade and length -of active service, and mileage from his 
home to his first station and from his last station to his home, 
but shall not be entitled to retirement or retired pay.” 

2. Reserve officers will not be called to active duty for train- 
ing during the presept calendar year. Reserve officers will not 
be accepted for training on their applications during the present 
calendar year 

8. Pending the readjustment of Regular Army personnel, the 
appointment of new officers, the discharge of emergency officers 
and tho formulation of regulations governing the Reserve Corps, 
the use of reserve officers for duty except under exceptional 
circumstances is not contemplated by the War Department. In

vices of such officers. 

5. Requests for the use of reserve officers on active duty un 


der the above exceptional circumstanees be forwarded by 
the chief of the arm, staff corps or activity requiring the ser- 
vices of such reserve officers, and will state the number and 
grade of officers required, the specific purpose for which re- 
quired and necessity for their use, the length of time for which 
required and the probability of obtaining suitable officers who 
consent to be called to duty for the time required. Should the 
request be returned approved the selection of officers for duty 
will be made and the request that they be called forwarded to 
The Adjutant General-of the Army. 

6. Requests that reserve officers be called to active duty un- 
der the preceding paragraph will state for each officer: name, 
rank and section of the Keserve Corps; home address, the place 
where, person to whom, and date on Which to report for duty; 
date to be relieved from duty if known: period for which the 
officer consents to be placed on active duty. 

7. Attention is directed to Par. 10, Special Regulations No. 
43, W.D., 1917, with reference to the physical examination of 
reserve officers ordered to active duty. The required examina- 
tions will be made in all eases regardless of the period for 
which called to duty.

Jar Army, in August, 1901; was detailed to the Q.M. 
Corps in 1915, and on Feb. 18, 1918, was appointed licu- 
tenant colonel, Q.M.C., National Army; premoted to 
eolonel, N.A., in March, and to brigadier general. N.A., 
in June, the same year, when he was made chief of the 
Construction Division.

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PROGRESS OF ARMY REORGANIZATION. 
Some Boards Have Already Completed Their Work. 
In the twenty-two days which have clapsed sinee the 

Army Reorganization legislation became law on June 4 
progress in the work of reorganization for which author- 
ization is contained in that act has been quite remark- 


able. At the War Department there had been some 
preparation, of course, during the consideration of the 
Senate and House bills by the conferees, but the com- 
plexity of some of the provisions of the Army act ren- 
dered much of this preliminary preparation negative. It 
may be said, and with credit to the General Staff and 
the Bureaus of the War Department, that in the work- 
ing out of the necessary details of reorganization some- 
thing of an administrative record has been established in 
the last twenty working days. so that the assurance can 
be extended to the Army that there will be little or no 
delay in the application of the provisions of the new law, 
despite the fact that quick action is required to make 
effective those provisions taking effect on July 1. To- 
day all the necessary work so far as the promotion of

The boards assigned to the exami- 
nation of applications for commission in the Regular 
Army are also working at that task. And the boards 
before which applicants will have to appear in person 
throughout the United States will meet at various camps, 
posts and stations on July 7. On June 19 the personnel 
of the courts of inquiry which will consider cases aris- 
ing in connection with the classification of officers under 
Section 24b of the act of June 4 was appointed to meet 
at headquarters of territorial departments and of the 
American Forces in Germany. 

The superior board which is to select the officers to 
come into the Army, of which Gen. John J. Pershing is 
president, will meet at Waghington on July 15. ‘The 
board which is to select officers for the initial list of 
General Staff eligibles will mect at the War Department 
on July 26. The new law authorizes the War Depart- 
ment to prescribe the organization of the Army, and com- 
mittees of the General Staff are now engaged working 
out the problem and in devising new tables of organiza- 
tion. There is much labor entailed also, because a large 


number of applications are coming in from officers of the 
Regular Army who desire transfer to branches of the 
Service in which officers are to be permanently commis- 
sioned under the new law, the majority of applicants be- 
ing from the line, quite naturally. 

From the atmosphere of the War Department at this 
busy time it would seem that an air of general satisfac- 
tion is reflected from the Army in the field, for officers 
on duty in the War Department declare the reaction 
since the Army bill became a law shows that there is 
greater general content than for some time. This is par- 
ticularly true in relation to the single list. For the first 
time in the history of the Army, it is asserted, all offi- 
cers realize that every man is assured of getting a square 
deal in the matter of promotion, no matter what organi- 
zation the General Staff may work out. In other words, 
for the first time organization and promotion have been 
separated. 

As to the appointment of new chiefs and assistant 
chiefs provided for in the new law, it can be stated that 
nothing definite will be known until July 1 or later. It 
is the general belief that the appointments will be an- 
nounced shortly after the return. of the Chief of Staff, 
who is due in Washington about July 6, but from no 
authoritative source comes any indication as the proba- 
ble appointees. With the exception of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, which must wait upon the nomination of offi- 
cers to work with the Genral Staff to be made by the 
governors before organization can be even started, and 
the National Guard, which will function much as here- 
tofore until an officer of Reserve commission and Na- 
tional Guard service is placed at the head of the Militia 
Bureau on Jan. 2, 1921, all reorganization activities pre- 
scribed in the Army act are under way and it is confi- 
dently expected that by Aug. 15 practically every de- 
tail of organization will have been carried out to com- 
pletion.

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Former Orricers RE-ENLIST IN Q.M.C. 

The number and rank of former temporary officers 
who have re-enlisted in the grades of quartermaster ser- 
geant, senior grade, and quartermaster sergeant, as of 
June 15, are supplied by the Quartermaster Corps as fok 
lows: Lieutenant colonel, 1; majors, 31; captains, 109; 
first lieutenants, 9; second lieutenants, 16; total, 166. 
The number of permanent quartermaster sergeants, sen- 
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ior grade, and quartermaster sergeants holding tempo- 
rary commissions in the Army is as follows: Lieutenant 
colonels, 10; majors, 104; captains, 100; first lieuten- 
ants, 6; second lieutenants, 5; total, 225. 
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BOARDS REQUIRED UNDER NEW ARMY ACT. 

It is apparent’ that when Secretary of War Baker 
stated it was execedingly diflicult, due to the shortage of 
experienced officers, to convene the boards to carry on 
the various activities connected with Army reorganiza- 
tion under the act of June 4, he was stating a simple 
fact. The number of boards required is 165 and the total 
of officers is 1,107, not including the officers assigned to 
courts of inquiry on June 19, nor the personnel of -the 
Panama district board. fabulated, the boards are as 
follows:

ENLISTED MEN WHO WERE OFFICERS IN WAR. 

Those capable enlisted men of more or less extended 
military service who held commissions as emergency 
Army officers in the World War are showing a keen in- 
terest in the provisions for their benefit carried in the 
Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. Emergency 
commissions were held not only by enlisted men on the 
active list, but also by many enlisted men who were on 
the retired list when we entered the war; by others 
whose thirty years of active duty entitling them to re- 
tirement were completed during the time of actual hos- 
tilties or since ; and’by others who are entitled under ex- 
isting law to retirement within a few weeks or months 
from now, or a few years hence. 

The Reorganization act makes it possible, in Section 
4a, for “non-commissioned officers who have had at least 
ten years’ enlisted service, and enlisted men who served 
as officers at some time between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 
11, 1918, and whose total service in the Army, enlisted 
and commissioned, amounts to five years,” to be ap- 
pointed to vacancies in the newly created grade of war- 
rant officer. In Section 24, in the provisions for filling 
commissioned vacancies caused by the Reorganization 
dct, appointments are authorized, subject to examination, 
“of persons other than officers of the Regular Army who 
served as officers of the U.S. Army at any time between 
April 6, 1917, and the date of passage of this act” (June 
4, 1920). 

The younger enlisted men still have the opportunity 
for commission in the Regular Army through the provi- 
gion in Section 24e, authorizing appointment of second 
licutenants “from warrant officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty years who have had at least two years’ service.” 
The enlisted man of long and faithful service who served 
as an officer during the war and after discharge from 
his emergency commission has re-enlisted, reads and re- 
reads the various provisions of the Army Reorganization 
act and cannot be sure as to his pay status should he 
remain in the Service until time for retirement as an 
enlisted man after a total of thirty years’ active service. 
Be the date of his right to retirement near or far away 
he asks himself, “What will my status be when I re- 
tire?’ In Section 127a we read: “Retired enlisted men 
who have served honorably as commissioned officers of 
the U.S. Army at some time between April 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918, including those who have been placed on 
the retired list during the World War, and who have 
been or may hereafter be discharged from their temporary 
commissions, shall receive the retired pay and allow- 
ances of warrant officers on the retired list, as provided 
in this act.” 

Now we are perfectly sure when we read this that 
those men who were recalled to active duty as oflicers 
from the enlisted retired list and have been discharged 
from their commissions are now entitled to the pay of 
retired warrant officers. It would appear also that en- 
listed men who have served as commissioned officers dur- 
ing the World War and retire as enlisted men at ‘any 
time prior to the declaration of peace will receive the 
pay of retired warrant officers, for is not this present 
time “during the World War?’ Among the finance. offi- 
eers of the War Department it is believed that a man 
guch as last above referred to, due to retire, say in Sep- 


tember next, will-reeeive the thine benefits of Sec- 
tion 127a, as stated; but on this point the Judge Adyo- 
cate General has not yet. delivered an opinion, nor the 
Comptroller rendered a decision. © ~ 

As for the large number of enlisted men whose retire- 
ment date is further removed, say at a time when peace 
between this nation and Germany has been officially de- 
clared, they,look with longing eyes upon the retirement 
provision of Section 127a. But it is generally believed 
that the benefits of this provision will not be extended 
to them, under a strict comstruction of the law as it now 
reads; for their retirement will not then take place “dur- 
ing the World War.” The men should try for the .ap- 
pointments as warrant officers to be made under Sec- 
tion 4a as soon as regulations goveriifig these- appoimt: 
ments are promulgated. In all these questions, however, 
the opinion’ of the J:A.G.-and the deeision of.the, Cemp- 
troller are still to be rendered. 





KvUCATION AND RECREATION BRANCH REORGANIZED. 

The Secretary of War has approved a plan transfer- 
ring the operative functions pertaining to education, vo- 
cational training and recreation in the Army. Under 
this plan the general supervision, co-ordination, plans 
and policies will remain a function of the Director of 
War Vlans Division, General Staff. The duty of exe- 
cuting these plans in accordance with approved policies 
is delegated to department commanders, to The Adju- 
tant General of the Army and to the Quartermaster 
General. Department commanders are charged with gen- 
eral supervision, control, co-ordination, plans, policies, 
supply, construction and finance pertaining to all educa- 
tional and recreational activities within the limits of 
their departments in accordance with general plans and 
policies prescribed by the War Department. ‘The pres- 
cent method of supplying motion picture service to the 
entire Army will continue in force. All civilian per- 
sonnel required in connection with the educational and 
recreational program will be employed under regulations 
prescribed by department commanders. Consulting and 
development experts and their assistants will continue 
to be employed by the War Department, paid on War 
Department field rolls and assigned to department head- 
quarters and development schools as heretofore. All 
questions relative to education and recreation which re- 
quire the action ‘of higher authority will be submitted 
fiercafter through department headquarters and not sent 
direct to the War Department, but this will not limit in 
“any way the usual direct correspondence authorized be- 
tween bureau chiefs and staff officers on adminéstrative 
matters pertaining to supply and finance. The Adjutant 
General of the Army is charged with decision and ac- 
tion on matters concerning which there is an established 
policy; the disposition of administrative correspond- 
ence; the compilation of data and consolidation..of re- 
ports upon education and recreation; securing civilian 
personnel; finance contract; the administration of funds 
made available from sources other than Congressional 
appropriations; and information service, including the 
publication. of educational and recreational memoranda ; 
the supervision and general management of a library 
branch, theater service, service clubs and post exchange 
reports. The Quartermaster General, Director of Pur- 
chase and Storage, is charged with the purehase and 
storage of equipment and supplies for educational and 
recreational training, the library equipment and sup- 
plies, the theatrical equipment and supplies, athletic 
equipment and supplies, and musical equipment and sup- 
plies. ‘Tables of allowances relative to recreational sup- 
plies and equipment are in course of preparation and 
are soon to be published.

ReGguLrar ARMY RESERVE ABOLISHED, 

In accord with Section 30 of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act of June 4, which abolishes the Regular Army 
Reserve and directs the discharge of all members, the 
War Department on June 22 issued orders to depart- 
ment commanders to take immediate steps to discharge 
froin the Service all enlisted men of the Regular Army 
‘Reserve whose service recgfds are on file at their head- 
quarters. Reservists in Porto Rico will be discharged 
by the commanding officer of the Porto Rico Regiment 
of Infantry under instructions from the commanding 
general of the Eastern Department. Reservists called 
into aetive service for the World War and who are not 
shown by the records to have been mobilized will not be 
discharged, but will be reported to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army for disposition of their cases. Dis- 
charge certificates réturned through the mails as un- 


called for will be filed with the records of the soldier in™ 


The Adjutant General’s Office. All men who, in their 
current enlistment, enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, and 
have completed the terms of service prescribed by. the 
terms of their contract, will be discharged. All men 
who enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, who have not yet 
completed the term of active service prescribed by the 
terms of. their enlistment will, upon completion of such 
terms of active service, be ‘discharged. Any man who 
enlisted prior-to Nov. 1, 1916, who makes written ap- 
plication to remain in the Service until the completion 
of his whole enlistment period of seven years, will be 
permitted to so remain, but he will be made to under- 
stand that he will be held for the full term of his seven- 
year enlistment. The order also revokes all instructions 
contrary to the foregoing provision. According to the 
records of. The Adjutant General’s Office there were on 
May 31 in the Regular Army Reserve 41,062 men. By

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APPOINTMENT OF RESERVE OFFICERS. 

The Avmy Appropriation act of July 11, 1919, con- 
tained a provision “that officers of the emergency Army 
appointed to the Officers’ Reserve Corps may be ap- 
pointed therein to the grade held by them in the emer- 
gency Army or next higher grade, as the ‘!ceretary of 
War may direct.” 
Secretary of War of the power to appoint such officers 
to the “next higher grade” through the’ language of Sec- 
tion 37 of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, 
some Reserve oflicers appear to feel that the new law dis- 
criminates against them, although this view is expressed 
without waiting to see what the General Staff proposes 
to do in this matter. There are three provisions in Sec- 
tion 37 affecting appointment in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. The first reads: “Any person who has been an 
officer of the Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and June 30, 1919, or an officer of the Regular Army at 
any time, may be appointed as a Reserve officer in the 
highest grade which he held in the Army or any lower 
grade.” The second of these provisions is: “Promotions 
and transfers shall be made under such rules as may be 
prescribed by the President, and shall be based so far as 
practicable upon recommendations made in the estab- 
lished chain of commana, but no Reserve officer shall be 
promoted to any grade in time of peace until he has held 
a commission for at least one year in the next lowest 
grade.” ‘he third provision reads: “Nothing in this act 
shall operate to deprive a Reserve officer of the reserve 





commission he now holds. Any Reserve officer may hold ' 
a commission in the National Guard without thereby, 


vacating his reserve commission.” ‘That the War De- 
partment is not unmindful of this situation is shown by 
the announcement of the Secretary of War that no fur- 
ther appointments will be made in the Reserve Corps un- 
til the department has drafted a new set of regulations 
on the appointment and promotion of officers in the Re- 
serve Corps. 





ArMy DEMOTIONS. 

Army officers were quick to note that 8.0. No. 143-0, 
W.D., June 18, 1920, noted on pages 1329 and 1342, 
which carries the long lists from major generals down to 
first lieutenants discharged from their emergency com- 
missions only, effective June 30, did not include the 
names of Gen. Peyton C. March and Lieut. Gens. Hun- 
ter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard. The provisions of the 
Army Reorganization act of June 4, however, require 
that all officers of the Regular Army holding commissions 
granted for the period of the existing emergency, in 
whatever grade, shall be discharged therefrom not later 
than June 30, 1920. These and other demotions, there- 
fore, should be found in later orders, some of which ap- 
peared this week, as noted. The provision of the War 
Risk act granting the President authority to appoint 
generals and lieutenant generals for the emergency 
only is contained in Bulletin No. 57, W.D.,. Oct. 6, 1917. 
General March under this authority was appointed gen- 
eral May 20, 1918, when he became Chief of Staff, and on 
demotion reverts to his permanent grade of major gen- 
eral, to which rank he was appointed Sept. 23, 1917. He 
is the fifth senior permanent major general, his seniors 
on the lineal list being Major Gens. Leonard Wood, Hun- 
ter Liggett, John F. Morrison and Charles G. Morton. 
General March is expected shortly in Washington from 
his inspection trip in Europe. There has been no intima- 
tion that the President will replace General March as 
Chief of Staff. He was appointed to that office for a 
term of four years May 20, 1918, succeeding Major Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott. Generals Liggett and Bullard both re- 
ceived their emergency rank of lieutenant general on 
Oct. 16, 1918, and both officers revert to their permanent 
grade of major general. General Liggett became a _ per- 
manent major general March 6, 1917, and General Bul- 
lard was nominated a permanent major general in De- 
eember, 1918, and confirmed in February, 1919.

TRANSFER OF NAVY TEMPORARY AND RESERVE OFFICERS. 


The transfer of. temporary and ‘Naval Reserve Force 
officers eligible for appointment in the Regular Navy 
under the act of June 4, 1920, will probably not be con- 
summated until next year. Examination of these offi- 
cers has been tentatively set for May, 1921, and this 
action is taken in order to give all officers who are eligi- 
ble an opportunity to file their applications; and also to 
allow the Bureau of Navigation time in which to pre- 
pare for the examinations of the great number eligible. 
There are vacancies for 1,200 in the line, sixty in the 
Construction Corps and twenty-four in the Civil Engi- 
neer Corps. The remaining vacancies will be allocated 
to the Medical Corps, Dental Corps, and Supply Corps 
so as to bring the commissioned personne] of the Navy up 
to authorized strength. Examinations fer the Medical 
Corps will probably be held in the near future, depending 
upon the decision of the Judge Advocate Geaetal on the

Also Its Effect on Bmergency Legisiation. 

The Jadge Advocate General of the Army has supplied 
the Chief of Staff am opinion “as to the dates when vari- 
sectians of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 
1920, take effect, with particular reference to the effect 
upon that act of existing emergency legislation such as 
the Overman act.” This was in reply to a memorandum 
of inquiry sent to the J.A.G. by the Chief of Staff on 


June 8. 

Discussing Chapter 1 of the act im detail, the J.A.G. 
states: “The. act contains no express general provision 
directing when it shall take effect. The usual role of 
Jaw is that im such ease an act takes effect upon ap- 
proval. ge tig tg ly Mg Mig 
when many of its provisions ive is ex- 
pr postpened to $-° 1, noo. and, under funda- 
menta! rules for the construction of statutes, other pro- 

- visions mrust be held not to become e prior to 
July 2, 1920.” The opinion then takes up, serietim, the 
fifty-one sections of the act, giving after cach one the 
date it becomes operative, as follows:

No Effect on Ovcrman Aet. 

“The Reorganization act has no effect upon the Over- 
man act,” the opinion states. “On the other hand, the 
Overman act authorizes the President to deal only with 
the then existing executive and administrative agencies, 
departments, commissions, bureaus, offices or officers, 
with the single exeeption of the anthorization to estab- 
lish a new agency for production of aireraft. No branches 
of the line of the Army, as distinguished from the bu- 
renus of the War Department, were brought within the 
provisions of the Overman act. The latter act, by its 
terms, was to continue in foree until six months after 
the termination of the war by treaty of peace, or until 
such prior time as the President should otherwise pre- 
ascribe. It follows that such rearrangements as the Presi- 
dent has legally made, under the Overman act, ia the 
bureaus of the War Department are still in force and 
will continue in force until that act expires under its 
own terms or until the DVresident shall otherwise direct. 

“Section 4 of the Overman act provides that for the 
purpose of carrying out its provisions any moneys 
theretofore or thereafter appropriated for the use of any 
executive department, commission, bureau, ageney, oflice 
or officer shall be expended only for the purposes for 
which it was appropriated, under the direction of such 
other agency as may be directed by the President under 
said act to perform and execute their functions. From 
this it follows that for such functions as are being legally 
exercised under the Overman act by any bureau, agency, 
office or officer of the War Department, moneys appro- 
priated for such functions, for whatever specific bureau 
or agency they may have been designated in the appro- 
priation, are nevertheless available for use by such bu- 
reau, agency, office or officer as is performing such func- 
tions. 

“There would seem to be no important feature, except 
such-as will appear from the recitals above [as to dates 
on which seetions take effect], in which the Selective 
Service act is in anywise affected by the Army Reorgan- 
ization act. Any special or technical troops which have 
deen organized under the anthority of Section 2 of the 
Selective Service act may continue to be maintained. 
And this is true in spite of the provision contained in 
Section 17 of the Reorganization act, to the effect that 
hereafter all tank units shall form a part of the Infan- 
try, for the reason that the President, as Commander-in- 
Chief, has authority to detach from the general organiza- 
tion, for a speeifie military purpose, such portion thereof 
as shall seem to him to be in the interest of the Service. 

“From all of the foregoing it follows that every co- 
ordination, rearrangement or distribution of functions 
that has been legally made in the bureaus and executive 
agencies of the War Department, and any organizations 
of special and technical troops which have been legally ac- 
complished, may, if it be so desired, continue to function 
as at present, so long as the Overman act and the Selec- 
tive Service act, respectively, continue in full force and

“Special attention should be invited to the provisions 
of the Ari Army Appropriation act of July 11, 1919 (41 Stat. 
128), whereby authorization was given to main- 
tain until June 30, 1920, the Chemical Warfare Service, 
the Air Service, the Construction Division, the Tank 
Corps and the Motor Transpert Corps, with their powers 
and duties as defined in orders and regulations in force 
and effect on Nov. 12, 1918. Aside from the specifie au- 
thorization, as aforesaid, contained in this act, there is 
here indicated, and there is ~ indicated in the Reor- 
ganization act, the desire of Congress to terminate all 
special services, as such, created under the Selective 
Service act, and all redistributions of funetions effected 
under the Overman act, and to locate these in their 
proper spheres as defined by the Reorganization act. 
From the foregoing, however, it is clear that the changes 
necessary to be made to carry out the intent of Congress 
ate not requircd te be made with such precipitation as 
to preclude orderly procedure. “ 

In conclusion, Brig. Gen. E. A. Kreger, who writes the 
opinion, says: “A fall and complete answer to the ques- 
tion propounded im your memorandum, and an answer 
exactly and comprehensively stating the law, could not 
be prepared within the time within which it was your 
desire to have an answer. The answer here given, how- 
ever, will probably be found sufficient for present needs.

Army Motor Transport PooLtne System. 

Col. Brainerd Taylor, U.S.A., motor transport officer, 
Eastern Department, upon invitation of the American 
Society of Automotive Engincers, read a paper on “The 
Motor Transport Pooling System” at the annual meeting 
of the society, held recently at Ottawa Beach, Mich. 
After saying that there is a marked similarity between 


military and commercial transportation, and giving a 
brief description of the pooling system evolved in the 
advance section of the A.E.F., of which he was motor 
transport officer, and which has been a wpeceastully applied 
to the transportation system in the Eastern Department. 
he said: “In March, 1919, after a ten days’ survey of 
the situation, I recommended a pooling system for the 
entire Eastern Department such as we had used so sue 
cessfully in the advance section in France during the 
World War. The commanding general of the Eastern 
Department approved it heartily, but another general 
who had controlled, throughout the war on this side of 
the Atlantic, one of the most important independent ser- 
vices with his own local motor transport service, wrote 
of it as a ‘system which might work in peace but not in 
war. Notwithstanding the fact that it was a system 
born in war in the advance section, where the war was 
fought, it had no chance after that until March, 1920, 
when it went into effect with the approval and orders of 
Lieutenant General Bullard, U.S.A., whose experience 
with motor transportation at Chateau-Thierry, where he 
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commanded all American. troops, and later in the 2d 
Army, in the oul sector. led him to believe thoroughly 
in the pooling systein. The system as applied to the 
[iastern Department comprises the states of New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia. In the absence of 
jong freight service the greatest benefit we now derive 
from the ‘pooling system is in the repair, automotive sup- 
ply and administration of the Motor Transport Service. 
‘ie number of overhead personnel and expenditures of 
funds for these and for upkeep are vastly reduced. In one 
of the larger groups of motor vehicles, where it was 
thought that this system would not work in war, the 
number of vehicles has been reduced seventy per cent., 
d the expenditure of funds ninety per cent. within the 

five months, and the character of service has dis- 
inctly improved. ‘The system has won many friends and 
upliments in the Army from those who know and from 
se Who frankly admit now that they did not know 
hat organized motor transportation meant. It will work 
for eeonomy and efficiency in peaee and may be ex- 
panded in emergencies without changing its form or 
principles.”

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GENERAL HARTS’S PROTEST MADE PUBLIC. 


As to Administration of Paris District. 


Concerning the Paris Military District administra- ‘ 


tion by Brig. Gen. W. W. Harts, U.S.A., during the war, 
ltepresentative Henry D. Flood, minority member of the 
llouse sub-committee on War Department Foreign Ex- 
penditures, in an extension of his address in the House 
of Representatives on June 4, printed in the Congres- 
sional Record, June 21, 1920, declared that General 
lisrts “completely vindicated himself and the evidence 
tuken proved that his record as commanding general of 
the District of Paris was one of which every true Amer- 
ican should be proud.” Mr. Flood sought by his ad- 
dress to insure that justice be given General Harts and 
all Army officers who did their duty in the World War. 
“No report of this sub-committee,” said Mr. Flood, ‘‘can 
change the record of the Army,” adding that*“this Con- 
gress has been saved from ridicule by the unprecedented, 
but more than warranted, action of the Republican col- 
Jeagues of the gentlemen from South Dakota and In- 
diana on the full committee in voting not to accept the 
report submitted by these gentlemen.’ ‘The protest by 
General Harts against the course of the sub-committee 
in its examination of him, which protest was held up by 
the chairman at the time, was accepted by Mr. Flood 
and is now made public by him. 

Charges That Mr. Bland Treated Him Unfairly. 

General Harts in his statement of protest emphasized 
the necessity that fairness be accorded him and he de- 
clared that there was a persistent effort to injure him 
before the committee. The General further alleged that 
he had been pursued with abuse and misrepresentation 
in the inquiry, especially by “Representative Bland of 
Indiana, whose unwarranted and unfair imputations 
were copied in the record and were printed broadcast 
throughout the United Stetes to my great detriment and 
humiliation.” Declaring that the committee passed 
through Coblenz, where he was stationed, and where a 
hearing could have been held without inconvenience, 
General Harts said that he was not given an opportunity 
at that time, fully more than a year since, to be heard. 
In his protest he assumed, he said, that he would be 
given a fair, impartial and reasonable hearing. “But 
such has not been the fact,” the statement charges. Con- 
tinuing, General Harts declared: 

“In many instances these unfair methods have pre- 
vented full information from being obtained from wit- 
nesses, in that, instead of being fair and reasonable in 
his investigation, Mr. Bland has adopted the methods 
of which I complain, to my great disadvantage. Wit- 
nesses have been brow-beaten, intimidated, humiliated 
and denied opportunity to give their evidence fully, 
clearly and satisfactorily.” 

Further General Harts said that ‘at the outset I de- 
sire to eall your attention to the fact that the command 
of the District of Paris was not only extensive and dif- 
ficult to administer, but was also extremely delicate and 
complex, containing far more problems than ordinarily 
attend the command of the usual division of troops. 
There were at one time in the district over 27,000 men 
permanently on duty under my supervision, in more 
than sixty different units, on various kinds of duties. 
In addition, in the autumn during the war, hundreds of 
soldiers were passing daily through Paris, estimated at 
500 per day or over 15,000 per month, which rapidly in- 
creased in the spring following the armistice to over 
5,000 per day. ‘I'he Overwhelming majority of these were 
self-respecting, law-abiding, upright men who gave no 
trouble, but a small percentage of them, comparatively 
spenking, were absent from their organizations without 
authority, among whom were skulkers, cowards, thugs 
and hardened criminals. This bad element were bringing 
discredit on their comrades and on the American Army 
by their shameful conduct in Paris, making it necessary 
to put a stop to their scandalous behavior. There were, 
no doubt, a few soldiers of the better class who were 
arrested among this bad element for minor offenses. 
They were relegated back to their stations, however, as 
soon as the facts became known. Such accidents were 
inevitable and are very much regretted. Their number 
fortunately was small.” 

Chelles Prisons and Farm No. 2 Out of His District. 

The control of the bad element was always a difficult 
problem, General Harts declared, and it was only one of 
the many problems confronting the military authorities 
in Paris. In addition there were inspections of hos- 
pitals, the requisitions, the care of the wounded, the 
establishment of courts and machinery for administering 
justice to delinquents, the supervision of rations and 
quarters during war, in addition to the many other du- 
ties and features attending a big command. There was 
also the necessity of maintaining friendly and cordial 
relations at all times with the French authorities, whose 
methods of conducting business were often different from 
the American way, General Harts said. The arrival of 
the Peace Commission added new duties to the Paris 
district authorities. 

Continuing, General Harts said: “Furthermore, I 
wish to point out clearly that I had neither the respon- 
sibility nor the jurisdiction over the prisons at Chelles 
and Farm No. 2 at any time except during the few days 
while they were being dismantled and abandoned. I 
must emphasize this in view of Mr. Bland’s continued 
efforts in his questions to group those prisons with the 
prisons of the Paris district and his persistent and 
wrongful assumptions that they were all under my 
charge.” ‘The investigation, declared the General, con- 
firms the fact that his administration on the whole was 


suceessful, efficient, merciful and wise, adding: “State- 
ments by members of the committee that many ¢om- 
plaints of brutality have been received. since their re- 
turn to America from various soldiers who had been ar- 
rested and confined in Paris are not confirmed by the 
evidence given before your committee, for not a single 
case has been presented in the record of any witness ap- 
pearing before your committee who was himself struck 
or subjectéd to any other kind of. physical assault dur- 
ing my control of the Paris district, although some such 
instances did undoubtedly occur. 

“During the months that Paris was infested with de- 
serters, criminals and skulkers, who had abandoned their 
flag in time of war, at a time when it was necessary to 
arrest 400 to 500 men por week for misconduct, esti- 
maied to be more than 10.000 in all during August, Sep- 
tember, October and November, I maintain that the in- 
stances of misbehavior of the officers and prison guards 
under my charge mentioned in your record, even in the 
confusion and excitement of almost daily bombardments 
by long range cannon or airplanes, have been so few 
compared with the great number of arrests they had to 
make as to indicate a praiseworthy sclf-r nt on their 
part and prove beyond argument the creditable and ef- 
fective nature of my administration in this respect. ... 
Great numbers of ex parte statements, cvidently care- 
fully selected for their defamatory character, unsworn 
and unreliable, inadmissible in any ordinary court of 
justice, have been admitted to your record without ap- 
parent restriction.” The General added that statements 





have been accepted by the committee from officers and 
men who were given dishonorable discharges from the 
Aimy. “Comment on this type of evidence seems un- 


necessary,”’ said General Harts. 

“IT maintain.’ General Harts declared, “that the con- 
duct of Mr. Bland (Indiana) is unworthy of a member 
of Congress, beneath the dignity of his high office, un- 
authorized in the law appointing your committee and 
subversive of the very purposes for which your commit- 
tee exists. He (Bland) has placed false and misleading 
imputations in his questions; has accompanied his in- 
terrogations with coarse and impudent gestures caleu- 
lated to humiliate me before your coimmittee. I have 
been threatened, interrupted, accused and brow-beaten 
by Mr. Biand in his interrogations. All of which com- 
pelled me more than onee to appeal to the committee for 
protection. I have been unable, and records show other 
oflicers have been, unable, to give evidence calmly, de- 
liberately and clearly, but I have been, as I will be able 
to point out that others have *beén, subjected to harsh, 
brutal and undignified treatment entirely unworthy of a 
member of Congress occupying a judicial position upon 
an investigating committce.” 

General Harts stated that he appeared before the com- 
mittee voluntarily, and that Seeretary of War Baker, in 
his desire to sec that the General’s efficiency was pro- 
tected, ordered him from Coblenz to America in order 
that he might defend himself. General Harts cited 
declarations made by Mr. Bland alleging that the latter 
was prepared to condemn the General before he had a 
chanee to be heard. The General stated that Mr. Bland 
was prejudiced and unfair in his statements that he 
would “get”? the General and have him “court-martialed.” 

In conclusion General Harts declared: “Permit me, 
Mr. Chairman, to further call your attention to the in- 
jury which Mr. Bland is doing me by including me in 
his ill-eonecaled contempt for the whole Army, by his 
insolent and humiliating references to military ceremo- 
nies, his belittling of those sacrifices which all officers 
and soldiers were proud to make for their country in its 
hour of need, all of which cannot fail, besides hurting 
me in my present appearance, to have ultimately a de- 
moralizing effect on the spirit of the Army, its most 
priceless possession. and impair the protection to the 
nation which he is sworn to uphold.” 

In addition to the statement from which the above ex- 
tracts are made, Representative Flood made public cor- 
respondence between General Harts and Chairman John- 
son of the sub-committee concerning the introduction of 
General Harts’s statement in the record of the hearing, 
Mr. Johnson objecting to parts of it and stating that it 
would not go into the record until these objectionable 
portions had been removed. An appendix to General 
IIarts’s statement, made up of quotations from the tes- 
timony at the hearings with General Harts’s criticisms 
of them, was also objected to for the samé reason.

TABLES OF BASIC ALLOWANCES. 
Circular 152, April 20, 1920, War Department. 

The War Department in this circular announces that 
Circular No. 377, W.D., 1919, as amended by Circulars 
Nos. 449 and 515, W.D., 1919, and by Circular No. 10, 
W.D., 1920, is rescinded and the new instructions and 
tables are substituted therefor, and Circulars No. 445, 
W.D., 1919 (Special Allowances of Equipment for Engi- 
neer Troops), and No. 46, W.D., 1920 (Basie Allow- 
ances of Equipment Special to the Tank’ Corps) ; No. 80; 
W.D., 1920 (Basic Allowances of Equipment for In- 
fantry); No. 81, W.D., 1920 (Basic Allowances of 
Equipment Special for Remount Service Organizations), 
and No. 134, W.D., 1920 (Basie Allowances of Equip- 
ment Special to Organization of a Cavalry Brigade), 
all amending Circular No. 377, W.D., 1919, are con- 
tinued in force and amended so as to add the tables pre- 
scribed therein to the tables prescriber in the new cireu- 
lar, 152. 

Circular 152 states that the tables of basic allow- 
ances it gives, as amended from time to time, supersede 
Tables of Fundamental Allowances of Quartermaster 
Supplies, all allowances published in equipment tables 
and in the various accountability equipment manuals, 
other manuals, regulations and orders published by the 
supply departments, the various services, or the War 
Department, in so far as they pertain to equipment here- 
in prescribed. . Such lists of equipment as are or may be 
included in Tables of Organization are published for con- 
venient reference in staff and other studies. They will 
not be considered as authoritative if they conflict with 
allowances shown in Circular 152. However, they will 
govern for any arm until the publication of Table IV, 
prescribing equipment special to that arm. 

Allowances of special equipment pertaining to organi- 
zation of the different arms will be published in Table 
IV, which is yet to appear. The tables published show 
the war set for ficld and garrison service of articles of 
clothing and equippage, and the provision for their ad- 
ditional use at posts and camps or stations of a rela- 
tively permanent nature. The circular also says, in 


art: 

’ “Tor the future the policy will be to issue to all indi- 
vidual men of the permanent forces, serving at posts 
and camps or other stations of a relatively permanent 
nature, a double set of certain equipment, as indicated 
in these tables, When two identical articles of equip- 


ment are issued, one will be kept protected from unneceg- 
sary ‘dust and- dirt, and-used only when: specifically- or- 
dered by the organization commander for parades, cere- 
monies, inspections, or similar duty, and when ordered 
into the field for.war service; the other set will be the 
drill set and will be used exclusively for ordinary drills 
and for exercises in the field other than in active cam« 
paign. ‘The drill set will be inspected in order to insure 
its proper care; but the organization will not be required 
to make the extreme polished appearance in its drill set 
which is expected of it when it is inspected in its war 
set. The double set of equipment, except clothing, will 
not be issued to troops in a tented camp. No article of 
equipment will be submitted for condemnation, except 
when it is impossible to use it further for drill purposes.” 

Suggestions for improvement or other changes in the 
new tables, or in the equipment listed therein, are de- 
sired aud should be made through channels to The Adju- 
tant General of the Army. Credit will be given fcr 
helpful suggestions, 





ARMY HOSPITAL SERGEANTS PASS TESTS. 

The results of examinations of enlisted personnel in 
the Medical Department for the grades of master hospital 
sergeant, hospital sergeant, and sergeant, Ist class, are 
announced. ‘The examinations were held at practically 
every camp, post and station of the Army. Personnel 
of the Medical Department in Siberia, Alaska, the Phil- 
ippines, Germany, the Canal Zone, China and the United 
States was included in the 550 men who took the tests, 
each man turning in six papers. Approximately a total 
of 3,300 papers were corrected ty those in charge of the 
enlisted personnel section of the Medical Department. 
Sixty-nine men qualified for the rating of master hos- 
pital sergeant; twenty-nine were successful in passing 
the requirements for hospital sergeant; and 104 passed 
the tests and qualified to be sergeants, Ist class. The re-

No. 537 of that date and reads as follows: 

1 Art 709 val Instruction 1913, G.O. No. 234, 
and GO 465, are hereby canceled. 

When the weather permits all officers on the active list 
of ivy and Marine Corps, whether serving afloat or 
cshore, are required to devote thirty minutes each day to 
some form of physica! exercise in the open air. Should an 
officer prefs the equivalent to the daily exercise, cumulative 
to not more than the full amount in any one week, may be 
taken at one time No officer is to be excused ‘trom his 
regular duties for the purpose of taking this exercise. How- 
ever, commanding officers of ships should encourage officers 
to engage in sports and exercises on shore. 

3. In January of each calendar year each officer shall be 
examined by a board of medical officers or by one medical 
officer, if no others are available, appointed by the senior 


officer present, to determine whether the officer is physically 
fit to perform ali the active duties of his grade. The physical 
examination shall be prescribed by the Surgeon General and 
the report of the board forwarded to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. The form shall also bear a certificate of the 
officer concerned that he has taken the preseribed exercises 
during the preceding year, except when excused by his com- 
manding ofiicer upon the recommendation of the medical 





officer. When an officer is excused by a medical officer an 
entry to that effect, together with the reasons therefor, shall 
be made in his health record 

4. Reporting seniors shall utilize the space on the form 

*‘Repert on the Fitness of Officers,"’ covering the physical 
fitness of officers to make such comments as they deem ad

VICTORY MEDAL DISTRIBUTION BEGUN. 





Circular No. 188 Gives Instructions for Applicants. 

Distribution of the Victory Medal for service in the 
World War was begun by the War Department on Jun 
21 and is to proceed at the rate of about 35,000 a day 
until all of the 4,765,000 officers and men who served 
honorably in the World War hsve received their medals 
According to the statement from the War Department 





made public on June 21 the medal, contrary to the usual 
usiom, is to be i “1 gratuitously to all those entitled 
to it both in and out of the Service. “The Government 
believes,” the statement says, “that every man who 
served in the World War should be issued gratuitously 
the complete medal to which his services entitled him. 
In the event an officer or enlisted man who was en- 
titled to this medal was killed in action, or has since 
died, the medal will be issued to his nearest of kin and 


the nearest of kin should make application in the pre- 
scribed form stating facts.” 


Owing to the different classes of medals it has been 


found necessary to divide them into three phases: 
1. A medal assembled without any elasps for troops 
only, between April 6, 


who served in the Uuited States, 
1917 and Nov. 11, 1918. 

2. A’ medal assembled containing one service clasp for 
troops who overseas and were not entitled to a 
battie elasp. 

3. A medal assembled carrying the different. batth 
clasps representing each major operation in which a man 
participated. The battle clasps being set on the ribbon 
from the tep down aceording to date of battle. 

The distribution of this medal will be made by the 
Depot Officer of the Quartermaster Corps, Philadelphia, 
Pa., on authority of orders promulgated by the Adjutant 
General “of the ‘Army on approved applications, and in 
accordance with the prov@ions of Section III, Victory 
Medal Circular. The method of making application for 
the Victory Medal will be in aceordance with Section I, 
Victory Medal Circular, and briefly will be as follows:

Enlisting Men for Trade School Courses. 
Commanding offieers and recruiting officers are 
ized to re-enlist men for the Navy for courses of instruc 
tion at trade schools without reference to the Bureau of 
Navigation, aceording to an announcement of J : 
3efore re-enlisting men with the understanding that they 








will be sent to a trade school commanding officers must 
assure themselves that the applicant has the general 
qualifications outlined in paragraphs 3200-3212 of “In- 
structions Governing the Handling of Enlisted Person- 


nel,” No man will be re-enlisted for instruction in any 
trade school whe has previously had a course of instrue- 
tion at any trade school. Particular attention is directed 
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to the fact that a man who applies for instruction in any 
trade school shall be so informed and required to sign a 
statement that he has no intention of requesting fur- 
lough without pay, or discharge by purebase or special 
order during his current enlistment. Before re-enlist- 
ing men for trade schools it should be particularly im- 
pressed upon them that if after starting a course at any 
trade school they are found deficient in their studies they 
will be removed from the school and sent to sea. Men 
re-enlisting under above conditions will be retaincd in 
rating for which found qualified on re-enlistment until 
graduation from the trade school, when rating will be 
changed to that which school is authorized to give to 
nen who successfully complete course. 
Navy Rations. 

Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, Supply Corps, U.S. 
N., calls the attention of all supply officers particularly 
to the age of present stocks of tinned and other annual 
crop foods. Practically no purchases of such foods, he 
says, have been made sinee 1918 and deterioration is 
heavy, and it is imperative that the oldest food be issued 
first. Admiral »1cGowan also says that “most of the 
items of the new pack will be available on or before Dec.

Through sssociation with his parents 
and other American residents of China he is thoroughly 
familiar with the customs and traditions of the United 
States, and is said to be looking forward eagerly to the 
day when he will see the country under whose flag he is 
serving.

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NAVAL RESERVE AND NAVAL M&InirTIA. 

The Navy Department desires to help im every way 
possible the instruction and advancement of the Naval 
Reserye and Naval Militia forces. It has already made 
arrangements to provide the Naval Militia with boats and 
othcr material necessary to their training, and Commo- 
dore Robert P. Forshew, cofmmanding the Naval Militia 
of New York, and prominent officers of the Naval Militia 
of other states are very much pleased with the future out- 
look of the force. It is hoped that recruiting will be 
very brisk and with the same high class of young men 
that have in the past rendered such excellent serviee in 
the Naval Militia, and who have a liking for the great 
variety of instruction which the Naval Militia affords 
without undue absence from business. The provisions of 
the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920, © eae iding 
expenses for organiz'rg and maintaining the Naval Re- 
serve Foree and Naval Militia were published in our issue 
of June 5, page 1233. As we then noted the Naval 
Militia is a part of the Naval Reserve Foree and when 
enrolled in the latter, and not otherwise, until June 30, 
1922, the members of the Naval Militia shall have all the 
benetits, gratuities, privileges and emoluments provided 
by law for other members of the Naval Reserve Force. 
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NAVAL ARCHITECTURE IN AERONAUTICS. 

Comdr. J. C. Hunsaker, U.S.N., delivered the Wilbur 
Wright memorial address pots the Royal Aeronautical 
Society in London on June 22, Prince Albert presiding 
at the meeting of the organization. Commander Hun- 
saker spoke on “Naval Architecture in Aeronautics,” 
and took the position that the experience in aeronauties 
resulting from four years of war has made available 
such a mass of information that the methods of the naval 
architect should now be employed to analyze it and re- 
der it available for use. By this meaps the trend of de- 
sign can be revealed and the most useful directions for 
improvement predicted. He illustrated this conclusion 
by charts giving the percentage distribution of weight 
in the construetion of 200 airplanes and showed that 
there is a definite trend toward higher wing leadings in 
the large Uying boats, and concluded that for weight 
earricrs giant flying boats have the advantage over large 
land airplanes. The case of the Zeppelin type airship 
was considered by applying Nermand’s weight equation 
as used by naval arebitects. It was shown that an ad- 
vantage would be gained by making such ships shorter 
and of greater diameter than was the German practice.

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Navy Warrant OFFCERS’ COMMISSION. 

Boards to examine the records of commissioned war- 
rant officers of fifteen years’ service to determine their 
eligibility for permanent appointment in the line and 
the staff corps of the Navy will convene at the Navy De- 
partment on July 7. It is expected that commissions 
will be issued to these officers within a month thereafter. 
This action is in accordance with Section 4 of ~ 
sonnel provisions of the Naval Appropriation act of June 
4. There are 230 of these commissioned warrant officers 
now in the line, four in the Medical Corps, twenty-six in 
the Supply Corps and fifty-six in the Construction Corps.

Money ALLOTMENTS FoR SHips’ ATHLETIC MATERIAL. 

Under date of June 17 the Bureau of Navigation has 
notified all flag officers, commanding officers and supply 
officers, afloat, that beginning July 1, 1920. quarterly al- 
lotments will be allowed all ships in the Navy, except 
ships in ordinary, for athletic materia] instead of an 
allowance of such material as is now the practice. The 
fixed allotments range from $50 per quarter for batile- 
ships, $75 for second class cruisers, $100 for destroyers, 
converted yachts, gunboats and mine sweepers, to $125 
for hospital ships. The Eagle boats are te have the 
allotment of $50 per quarter.

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FLeet SpoTtinGc BY NAvy AIRCRAFT. 

Spotting with both lighter-than-air and heavier-than- 
air craft during target practice of the Atlantic and the 
Pacific Fleets is reported to have shown remarkable re- 
sults. The work of the Navy aviators has been highly 
commended by both Admirals Henry B. Wilson and 
Hugh Rodman. Photographs of the target practice were 
also made from the air and have been found extremely 
useful in detecting errors. The use of aireraft in the 
gunnery exercises of the two fleets was more extensive 
than ever before attempted.

One man had been killed and two police offi- 
cers fatally wounded, and other civilians injured before the 
military was ordered out. Some 3,000 strikers engaged in the 
rioting, and the local police were powerless.

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MEMORIAL SERVICE CLUB HOUSE. 
Y'o be Built in New York City by Army and Navy Club. 
As a permanent memorial to the more than 3,000 
American officers who died in the World War the 
Army and Navy Club of America of 18 Gramercy 
Park, New York city, will establish in that city 
a $3,000,000 Service clubhouse, where among other 


memorial features, the military record of every offi- 
cer will be preserved for future generations, In mak- 
ing this announcement on June 2 Rear Admiral 
Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., president of the club, said 
that it is proposed not only to make the new building a 
memorial of national significance, on the order of Grant’s 
Tomb on the Hudson, but also to establish a great cen- 
ter for general patriotic activities, with meeting rooms 
for patriotic organizations and an auditorium for large 
public assemblages. With 2,500 members already in the 
club and approximately 195,000 others, in all branches 
of the Service, to draw from, the club in time should be- 
come, even without civilian memberships, by far the larg- 
est in the world, Admiral Fiske said. 

It is the intention of the club, however, he said, to 
make the memorial feature predominant. ‘The record of 
all officers, with personal data and souvenirs contributed 
by their families, will be preserved in the new building 
in a special memorial court or hall, which will be built 
from plans drawn in competition by leading architects 
of the country. As a preliminary step in the movement 
the Army and Navy Club of America has asked the adju- 
tant general of each state for a list of those who died 
from their respective ‘states. The club already has col- 
lected the names of approximately 3,000 officers, but it 
is planned, by appealing to the adjutants general, to the 
Red Cross and to other organizations, to make the final 
list the most complete and authentic in the country. 
Correspondence with next of kin of officers whose names 
are already in hand has brought in biographic data, with 
photographs, letters and other personal material, on the 
careers of 1,200 officers. The work of collating this ma- 
terial is now under way. No complete list of officers 
who died in service in the war yet exists anywhere in 
available form, as The Adjutant General’s Office in 
Washington has decided to give each state its separate 
list, rather than attempt to supply complete lists from 
Washington. A _ special appropriation from Congress 
has been secured to make the lists available for states. 

“It is planned to make the new building not only a 
monument to the heroic dead, but a home for the living, 
where the best traditions of the Service will be main- 
tained,” Admiral Fiske said. “Officers in all branches 
of the Service coming to New York can find at this club 
accommodations at prices commensurate with their in- 
comes. Our present quarters are entirely inadequate, 
and something must be done to provide for the hundreds 
of officers who are passing through New York at all 
times and for many of whom satisfactory hotel accommo- 
dations are a serious problem. Dues and house charges, 
accordingly, will be exceedingly moderate. There will 
be a large number of bedrooms, but in addition the plans 
include a dormitory furnished with cots where Army offi- 
cers may always be sure of a place to sleep. The new 
building will also have, besides the meeting rooms for 
patriotic societies, a special dining room with private 
entrance for ladies, and other attractions appealing to 
patriotic men and women. It is hoped that the building 
will become a center of patriotism where the histories of 
the officers of the U.S. Army and Navy may be kept and 
where coming generations may find inspiration. This 
will serve also in keeping before the public the impor- 
tance of officer service. Civilians will be eligible to as- 
sociate membership, it being the desire to establish a 
place where officers and men of affairs can get closer to- 
gether to their mutual advantage. We want the new 
club, in fact, to be a national institution for the preser- 
vation of American ideals and the propagation of Amer- 
ican principles. 

Group of Army Officers Pledge $250,000 to Fund. 

“The memorial will be built on a basis of $1,000 for 
cach officer who made the supreme sacrifice. Memorial 
contributions may come in from families, groups of 
friends, lodges, business, alumni associations or other 
organizations with which the deceased was identified, or 
may be contributed in part by these and supplemented 
by appropriations from a fund contributed by patriotic 
citizens generally. In every instance, however, the con- 
tributor will have the choice of memorializing an indi- 
vidual officer or the whole body of officers who gave their 
lives. A group of Army officers have already pledged 
themselves for a contribution of $250,000 to the memorial 
fund.” 

* Expenses for the preliminary work, which is in charge 
of Capt. Stephen N. Bobo, have been provided in ad- 
vance by a group of prominent New York men and every 
dollar donated for memorial purposes will apply directly 
to the building fund, Admiral Fiske said. Among the 
men who have contributed are J. P. Morgan, Henry IV’. 
Davison, former Col. John W. Prentiss, former Brig. 
Gen. Samuel McRoberts,-former Brig. Gen. Guy FE. Tripp. 
former Col. Howard S. Borden, R. D. Blackman, and 
Charles H. Sabin, president of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany. Mr. Sabin is treasurer of the club fund. Besides 
Admiral Fiske, the officers are: Col. William J. Nichol- 
son, U.S.A., first vice president; former Brig. Gen. Ed- 
ward C. Young, second vice president; former Capt. Wil- 
liam B. Franklin, treasurer, and former Capt. Theodore 
S. Farley, secretary. 

The movement has already received the indorsement of 
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practically all the patriotic societies and organizations. 
Mrs. Adolph Ladenburg, of New York city, who has 
been actively interested in patriotic service in behalf of 
the Navy for many years, has enlisted the interest of a 
number of prominent women. During the summer months 
they will sponsor at the various fashionable resorts a 
series of functions for the benefit of the fund. 








THE Y.M.C.A. OVERSEAS. 


“That Damn Y,” a Record of Overseas Service, by 
Katherine Mayo (Houghton Mifflin and Co.: New York). 
The somewhat unconventional title of this work is 
adapted from an expression uscd, at times, by some 
members of the A.E.F. in expressing their views of the 
efforts of the Y.M.C.A. overseas during the World War. 
That the uncomplimentary allusion was not justified is 
proven by the contents of the book, which contains 432 
pages, all of which are interesting and which throw a 
new light on the accomplishments of this noted welfare 
organ‘zation in France. Miss Mayo, who has written a 
number of other books, went to France during the World 
War, by invitation, as an unbiased observer for the pur- 
pose of investigating Y.M.C.A. conditions there as_re- 
lated to the American Army, be they what they might, 
and to teil the truth about what she discovered. She has 
not failed t.: criticize where she believes criticism is justi- 
fied. She demonstrates, as has often been done before, 
how difficult it is for “he truth to overtake a lie. When 
asked to undertake the work she replied that.she knew 
nothing of the Y.M.C.A. and was not prejudiced in its 
favor. She finally decided to undertake the mission for 
the purpose of ascertaining just what the “Y” was 
doing, had done in France up to that time, and what 
the outlook was for its future work, only upon her own 
terms, which were that she was to be a free agent, pay- 
ing her own expenses, beholden to the organization for 
nothing but the right to wear its uniform and for free 
access to all its records and all it work. 

Nothing was to be glossed over for her eyes. She 
was to write what she liked and when she liked, if, in- 
deed, she decided to write at all. Her manuscript was to 
be handled by her own publishers only and was not to 
be submitted tv any member of the Y.M.C.A. on either 
side of the Atlautic, for criticism or approval, before it 
appeared in final form. These were her terms and they 
were accepted at once. Much of the good accomplished 
by the “Y” in France she attributes to a young Ameri- 
can, Edward Clark Carter, who was national general sec- 
retury of the “Y” in India fourteen years ago, and whose 
encouraging influence in the work in France was so 
greatly felt, and where he worked so persistently. “In 
spite of the many difficulties encountered by the wel- 
fare societies overseas our American Army actually en- 
joyed at least four times more welfare service than did 
any other army in the war,” she says. “This was ren- 
dered by the various welfare societies associated with the 
A.E.F. and ninety per cent. of the whole was, according 
to official Army reckoning, performed by the ‘Y’ alone. 

“With forty per cent. of the required personnel, forty 
per cent. of the required ocean tonnage, with thirty per 
cent. of the land transportation required for a covering 
job, the ‘Y’ performed ninety per cent. of all the welfare 
work done overseas for the best-served Army in the war. 
And yet that Army damned the ‘Y.’ Which was the best 
possible omen for the Army and for America. Why? 
Because it meant that 2,000,000 American soldiers in 
the field had been taught, either by experience or by 
hearsay, what welfare work can and should be. ein 
Because, from the ranks, thousands of American officers 
have learned a completely new conception of their duties 
to their men. And the ‘Y’ taught the ranks. Now that 
the war is over the ‘Y’ fades out of the Army, but the 
memory of its work, though few may realize it, remains 
as an inescapable demand upon the Army—perhaps upon 
civilian employers as well.”
